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THE PENNSYLVANIA’S STEP 


Secures Control of Pennsylvania 
Steel to Protect Itself. 








’ Fears a Monopoly and Advance in Rails 


—Talk of a Big Line of Ocean 
Steamships. 


PHILADELPHIA, Penn., June 1i.—A 
high official of the Pennsylvania Railroad 
Company to-night practically admitted that 
his company had secured control of the 
stock of the Pennsylvania Steel Company. 

He was reticent as to details and de- 
clined to explain how the control of the 
steel company had been obtained. Yet the 
inference was accepted from remarks made 
that the Pennsylvania Railroad was the 
purchaser of the stock of the steel com- 
pany disposed of by Drexel §\ Co. last 
week. At the time this stock was sold 
there was considerable conjecture as to the 
purchasers, and Drexel & Co. would give 
no intimation which, would lead to the 
identity of the buyer. 

To-night, however, it was learned from a 
reliable source that the Pennsylvania Rail- 
road Company had obtained control of the 
steel company, and the further statement 
Was made that the railroad company had 
entered the field of steel manufacture to 
protect the company against a threateneg 
advance, through monopoly, of the price of 
steel rails: 

The Pennsylvania Railroad Company is 
the largest purchaser each year of steel 
rails, hence the importance of placing the 
company in a position to manufacture its 


own rails and be independent of combined 
action of the big steel-making concerns. 





of the Pennsylvania Steel 
Company consists of $1,500,000 of 7 per 
cent. non-cumulative preferred stock, all 
outstanding, and $5,000,000 of common 
stock, of which $4,700,000 is outstanding. 

The company was the successor in Au- 
guest, 1895, of the old Pennsylvania Steel 
Company, which was organized on March 
24, 1866, under a perpetual charter. The 
first dividend on the preferred stock of the 
present company was paid on Oct. 15, 1809, 
and since then 1% per cent. has been paid 
quarterly. 

The bonded debt consists of $1,000,000 
first mortgage 5 per cent. registered bonds, 
a lien on the Steelton plant; $2,000,000 first 
mortgage 5 per cent. registered bonds, a 
lien on the Sparrow's Point plant, and 
$4,000,000 consolidated mortgage 6 per cent. 
bonds, secured on both plants. 

The gross earnings of the company last 
hy were $2,330,171.44, the net earnings

The Steelton plant consists of four blast 
furnaces, Bessemer steel works, blowing 
mill, open hearth steel plant, billet mill, 
Tail mill, &c., with an annual capacity of

The company also owns all of the capital 
stock of the Maryland Steel Company, 
owning the steel plant at Sparrow’s Point, 
WMd., which consists of four furnaces, hav- 
ing a capacity of 358,000 tons of Bessemer 
pig iron per annum, and also a rolling mill 
and steel works with a capacity of 300,000 
tons of rails per annum.

BIG STEEL MILL PURCHASE, 


Tennessee Conl, Iron and Railroad 
Company Said to Have Acquired 
Steel Rod Concern.

BIRMINGHAM, Ala., June 11. —It is 
Stated on good authority that the Tennessee 
ool, Iron and Railroad Company has 
either purchased or closed negotiations for 
the purchase of the steel rod, wire and nail 
mill of the Alabama Steel and Wire Com- 
pany at Ensley. ; 

The plant cost about a quarter of a mill- 
ion dollars, and has been a tremendous suc- 


cess ever since it began operations, eight- 
een months ago, under the management of 
E. T. Schuler and others of Chicago,’ the 
principal owners. The rod mill gets its raw 
steei from the Tennessee Company’s steel 
plant, and the Tennessee Company could 
most conveniently operate it, as it is ad- 
jacent. 

It is understood that negotiations have 
oe so far that a man in the East has 
een offered the management of the plant. 
It is also understood that the position of 
General Manager of the Tennessee Coal, 
Iron and Railroad Company, vacated by 
the resignation of G. B.. McCormack, has 
been ofrered an Easterner. 


Southern Iron and Steel Shipments, 
Special to The New York Times. 


BIRMINGHAM, Ala., June 11.—The 
Southern Iron Committee’s reports for the 
month of May show total shipments of 
pig iron from Alabama and Tennessee of 
130,000 tons, an increase over Iast year of 


5,000 tons. From the Birmingham district 
alone, 7¥,000 tons. One hundred and fifty- 
six tons were exported, as against 18,000 
tons last May. Pipe shipments were over 
15,000 tons from the Southern field, an 
increase of 9,000 tons, the Birmingham dis- 
trict furnishing 8,000 tons, an increase of 
7,000 tons. Exports were 165 tons. Steel 
billets shipped amounted to 6,200 tons. 
The decrease in export shipments is ac- 
poupted for by the growth of domestic 
rade.

The offi- 
cial papers give the company the right of 
owning and buying and selling all real es- 
tate it needs for the use of the company 
and to sell any and all real estate connect- 
ed with the business in the furtherance of 
any business transactions connected there- 
with. The amount of the total authorized 
stock of the corporation is $15,000,000. 

The incorporators reside in the City of 
Wheeling, namely, Col. Morris Horkheimer, 
Bernard Horkheimer, Lewis Horkheimer, 
Julius Horkheimer, and Benjamin S. Baer. 
Morris Horkheimer was formerly a mem- 
ber of ex-Gov. Atkinson's staff during his 
administration.

Lightning Kills a Youth in Curious 
Fashion—Cloudburst Delays Trains 


Several Hours. 


PITTSBURG, June 11.—A terrific elec- 
trical storm, accompanied by a high wind 
and heavy rain, passed over this section 
this evening, doing much d&mage to prop- 
erty and causing at least one death. 

When the storm reached Homestead 
Francis Morris, aged seventeen years, and 
his sister, Minnie, aged fourteen, were in 
the yard of their uncle’s home, on Seven- 
teenth Avenue. The house was struck by 
lightning and the curernt took its course 
along a- wire clothes line reaching from the 


house to a fence eighty feet distant, where 
young Morris was standing. 7 

The boy was instantly killed and ‘his sis- 
ter badly shocked and hurt by falling 
bricks. The same bolt shattered three other 
houses in the neighborhood. 

At M@Keesport the Baptist mission, a 
frame building, was blown from its foun- 
dations into the street. At East Pittsburg 
the Pennsylvania and Baltimore and Ohio 
Railroad tracks were completely submerged 
by what seemed to be a cloudburst, and 
trains were delayed several hours. A great 
deal of minor damage was done, aggregat- 
ing several thousand of dollars. 


CLEVELAND, Ohio, June 11.—A_ violent 
storm of thunder, lightning, and heavy 
rain broke over Cleveland and vicinity at 
noon to-day, causing considerable interrup- 
tion to telegraph and telephone wires, with 
other minor property damage. 

The telegraph lines west were all cut off 
between Cleveland and Teledo. Lightning 
struck a street car on Bank Street, tore a 
hole in the roof, and set the car on fire. 
The passengers were panic-stricken, and 
one of they, Gen. Isaac R. Sherwood of 
Pittsburg, Was stunned by the shock. 


TORNADO IN MINNESOTA. 


Thousands of Dollars’ Worth of Prop- 
erty Destroyed in Town of Adrian. 


ADRIAN, Minn., June 11.—A_ tornado 
swept through Adrian while the inhabi- 
tants were still asleep early to-day. Thou- 
sands of dollars’ worth of property was 
destroyed. No lives were lost. Five mod- 
erate sized stores were demolished. One 
residence was wrecked. Another was 
turned completely about, while half a doz- 
en immense barns and innumerable out- 
buildings were wrecked. 

Trees, telephone and telegraph poles, &c., 
were destroyed over a large area. The path 
of the storm was nearly 3,000 feet wide, 
bus, Sagtgnately, it only touched a few 
points. »

Smith College Girl Accused on Eleven 
Counts—Her Father Signs Her 
Bail Bond. 


NORTHAMPTON, Mass., June 11.—The 
Grand Jury this afternoon found an in- 
dictment against Mabel L. Burt, the former 
Smith College student, on eleven counts for 
the larceny of money and jewelry, She was 
arraigned before Judge Pierce, and on mo- 
tion of counsel waived the reading of the 
indictment and pleaded not guilty, re- 
tracting her plea of guilty in the lower 
court. 

Counsel asked for a continuance on the 
ground of unreadiness and the nervous 
condition of the girl. He asked for mod- 
erate bail. District Attorney Hammond 
said many articles of jewelry were missing, 
and he wished bail to be sufficiently large 
to insure the girl's attendance at the De- 
cember term of court. 

Mr. Burt, the girl’s father, asked the 
Court for small bail, stating that he was a 
man of moderate means. Judge Pierce 
named $1,000. Mr. Burt produced sureties, 
and with his wife and daughter left, ac- 
companied by Dr. Mary J. Brewster, the 
Smith College physician. Miss Burt seemed 
quite nervous, but did not break down. 


Her mother was in tears during the pro- 
ceedings. 

In an interview Mr. Burt said that he 
should return to Bridgeton, N. J., and that 
he would place his daughter in a sanitarium 
in Pennsylvania. 

Regarding the alleged departure of two 
young men from this city, the police say 
there has been no action taken looking to 
further arrests in the case. It was alsa 
said that the Worcester police had secured 
from one of the young men a one-hunareu- 
and-fifty-dollar ring which he had ad- 
mitted receiving from. Miss Burt, and 
which has been identified since its return 
by a Smith College student as her prop- 
erty. 

The eleven counts in the indictment 
against Miss Burt charge the larceny of 
property to the approximate }value of 
$2,000. The first count charges the theft 
of a diamond and ruby ring and a diamond 
ring, valued at $1,000, from Henrietta H. 
Tifftt of Chicago. The other counts al- 
lege thefts from the following persons:

Marie Conant, Boston, opal ring; Ruth 
Crossett, North Abington, gold chain; Hen- 
rietta Bosworth, Lee, Mass., diamond ring; 
Grace M. Zink, Buffalos emerald and dia- 
mond ring; May G. Wadsworth, Plainfieta, 
N J., pearls, gold watch chain, and dia- 
mond and pearl pin; Birne Perry, Stock- 
ton, Cal., $28 in money; Annetta D’Artre- 
mont, Duluth, Minn., $53 in money; Helen 
Walbridge, Brooklyn, $5 in money; Ethel 
Lane, Lombard, Ill., $5 in money. 


DUWIE SURE HE IS ELIJAH. 


All Doubts Settled by a Vote of the 
Zionist’s Followers.

CHICAGO, June 11.—According to the lat- 
est issue of Leaves of Healing, John ‘Alex- 
ander Dowie’s publication, he was not sure 
he was Elijah when he announced that fact 
from the platform of the Auditorium eight 
days ago. So he calléd a meeting of the 
Elders, Overseers, Deaconesses, and Dea- 
cons one week ago. His story of the con- 
ference says 254 were present and that he 
talked to them four ana a half hours. Then 
he took a ballot to see whether he was Eli- 
jah or not, ana found out he was by a vote 
of 249 to 5. 

These five refused to make the vote 
unanimous, and two of them, Elders 
Inouye and Kitano, whom Dowie had fixed 
upon as the heads of his sect in Japan, 
their native country, are expelled. The 
others are on probation. 

Dowie emphasizes that now that he has 
been elected Elijah by his followers, he no 
longer speaks by permission of God, but by 
the full authority of a completed divine 
commission. He says he will live until 
— Christ returns to earth to restore all 
things.

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TRAVELER'S RUBIES SEIZED | ALABAMA’S GOVERNOR DEAD. | HAND-TO-HAND FIGHTS 





A Belgian Had Thirty-three Gems 
at the Grand Union Hotel. 





Told Customs Officers that He Was a 
Rich Man and Had Bought Them 
fop Presents. : 





Two Customs Inspectors from »Surveyor 
Croft's staff seized thirty-three uncut pig- 
eon-blood rubies, valued at @bout 19,000f., 
($3,800,) at the Grand Unior® Hotel yester- 
day afternoon. The owner of the jewels 
was M. Wacrenier, on whose person they 
were found by the Inspectors. 

Wacrenier arrfved 4n New York in com- 
pany with Jules Houge, another Belgian, on 
the Red Star lmer Zeeland, May 27 last. 
From New York they went to Buffalo, 
where they took in the sights of, the Pan- 
American Exposition, returning to this city 
a few days ago. They booked to sail for 
home on the French liner La Lorraine to- 
morrow. = 

A few days ago an anonymous letter was 
received by Surveyor Croft. The informa- 
tion it contained was that a quantity of 
dutiable goods had been smuggled into the 
country. Young Wacrenier and his friend 
Houze were, it is understood, the persons 
ko whom the letter referred. 

At any rate, yesterday ‘the surveyor de- 
cided to make an investigation, and de- 
tailed Inspectors Christopher Coffey and 
Charles Nimmo to go to the Grand Union 
and see the young men. 

On their arrival at the hotel the Inspec- 
tors were at a loss now to proceed. They 
finally got the hotel detective to point out 
the two Belgians. “Houze was in the writ- 


ing room. Approaching him, Inspector 
Coffey asked: , 

“Didn't you come over in the Iceland?”’ 

* Yes,”’ replied Houze. Zz 

“What became of all those nice rubies,” 
the Inspector asked. 

‘“*T haven't any} they were not mine; Mr. 
Wacrenier had them,” answered Houze. 

The Inspectors left Houze and went into 
the office, called Wacrenier aside, and in- 
formed him of the nature of their business. 
Wacrenier admitted that he had the jewels, 
and added that they were in his pocket at 
the time. He then was informed that he 
would ners to go to the customs office. 

At the Castoms @ffice the Belgtan, when 
asked for an explanation of the alleged 
smuggling, said that he had bought the 
rubies as presents. In his cowttry he was 
quite a wealthy man, he added, though 
from what he had learned, concerning 
riches over here he did not think he would 
be considered so in America. 

The rubies -were not intended as presents, 
he said, for any particular person. One 
meets, he explained, often pleasant people 
with whom they like to leave a memento 
in token of the friendship formed. He and 
his frierds, he said, had arrived from Buf- 
falo Monday. 

The jewels were seized after the examina- 
tion and placed in the Collector’s safe. They 
will be appraised to-day. They varied in 
size from 1% to 3 karats, and were said to 
be very fine specimens. 





NO “HEALERS” FOR CHILDREN. 


Chicago Judge Says Parents Don’t Have 
to Take Medicine, but the State 
Will Care for the Young. 


CHICAGO, June 11.—Children of Chris- 
tian Scientists and of bellevets in various 
types of ‘‘mind cure,’”’ “faith cure,’’ and 
“Divine healing,’’ will hereafter be com- 
mitted for medical treatment to various in- 
stitutions. Such was the announcement 
made to-day by Judge Tuthill of the Juven- 
ile Court in commenting on the case of 
John Chamberlain, who, while suffering 
from a shrunken leg, was taken out of the 
custody of hls mother, a Christian Sci- 


entist, and committed to the Crippled Chil- 
dren’s Home. 

According to the view of Judge Tuthill, 
adults are at liberty to use medicine or 
‘faith cure,’ or any other means to fight 
disease. Children, however, according to 
his belief, must legally be given that sort 
of cure, which, according to generally ac- 
cepted notions, is needed. 

When the parents refuse to call 
physician, and when the child is subjected 
to long continued suffering, Judge Tuthill 
holds, it is time for the court to step in and 
demand protection for the young. The par- 
ents failing to afford it, he says, institu- 
tions should care for the children.

MinhwKescta Man Thought to be Worth 
$250,000 Owes £125,000.

ST. PAUL, Minn., June 11.:—Hans Gron- 
ner, who has for forty years been a re- 
spected citizen of Renville County, and 
who was supposed to be worth $250,000, 
has failed, with reported liabilities amount- 
ing to $125,000 and no assets. 

For many years he has been the owner 
of the Bank of Beaver Falls and a heavy 


stockholder in the Morton Bank and the 
State Bank of Qlivia and the Renville 
County Abstract Company, and has been 
engaged in loaning trust funds for Wiscon- 
sin arid Eastern parties, as well as hun- 
dreds of people of this county who have 
intrusted their earnings to him. 

To the astonishment of every one who 
knew him, it has now leaked out that he is 
in a hopeless state of insolvency. The 
bank of Beaver Falls hag closed its doors, 
and depositors are now clamoring for their 
money. Widows, farm hands, and farmers 
are the victims of the Gronner failure. Mr. 
Gronner submitted a statement of liabili- 
ties aggregating nearly $100,000, but au- 
thentic reports piece the amount higher, 
and farmers will be the principal suffer- 
ers. Long before there was any suspicion 
of the Gronner financial embarrassment, 
all the realities in the name of Gronner 
were, it is alleged, transferred to another 
individual. 

Mr. Gronner was for many years Treas- 
urer of this county, and has been prominent 
in local and State politics.

William J, Samford Died Late Last 
Night After a Prolonged Iilness-— 
Had Been Long in Politics. 
Special to The New York Times. 

TUSCALOOSA, Ala., June 11.—Gov. Will- 
fam J. Samford died at 10:55 o'clock to- 
night. The Governor rested fairly well last 
night and maintained his own during the 
day. This evening, however, he.grew: worse, 
His entire family was at the bedside. 





Gov. William J. Samford was a Georgian 
by birth, He was born in Meriwether 
County-of that State about fifty-six years 
ago. The father moved to Alabama while 
the son was yet an infant, and the future 
Gevernor spent his boyhood days on a 
farm and in a ptinting office. 

At the age of seventeen young Samford 
enlisted as a Confederate soldier. He was 


a gallant soldier, and was promoted to a 
Lieutenancy for his valor and faithfulness. 
After the war he read law, paying especial 
attention to Constitutional law, attention 
which, in later years, made him to be re- 
garded as one of the great Constitutional 
authorities of the State. 

Mr. Samford was a Presidential Elector 
in 1872, and again in 1876—the memorable 
Tilden-Hayes campaign year. He was an 


active member of the Alabama, Constitu- 
tional Convention of 1875, oP in- 
fluential part in the shape he’ meas- 


ures before that body. iP 4878 he was'sent 
to Congress by the, Thirds Alabama Dis- 
trict. He was not a candidate for re-elec- 
tion, but was soon afterward returned to 
the State Senate. In the second term of 
his service in that body he served as Presi- 
dent of the Senate. 

In 1892 Mr. Samford went to the State 
Senate again, retiring in 1805 from active 
politics and devoting himself to the prac- 
tice of law. He was still a stanch Demo- 
crat, however, and was frequently called 
upon for advice by his fellow-Democrats. 
Last year he was nominated for Governor 
by the Democrats and was elected by a 
heavy majority. , 


A GOOD MOSQUITO CURE. 


Fort MotHenry Repulses the Little Insect 
with a Liberal Use of Petroleum.

BALTIMORE, Md., June 11.—The first 
attack of the mosquito army upon old Fort 
McHenry has been repulsed. The sixty 
men at the historic post under the lead of 
Surgeon Alexander Stark have repelled the 
invasion. Millions upon millions of the en- 
emy were slaughtered in a single night. The 
invaders tried to surprise the little garri- 
son, but were in turn trapped. 

In three big incompleted magazines* the 
mosquito forces concentrated for the at- 


tack. They never escaped alive. Surgeon 
Stark had fought mosquitoes in Cuba. He 
tcund it as easy as fighting Spaniards. 
Several gallons of petroleum were placed in 
each of the magazines and the fumes over- 
powered the mosquitoes. The surface of 
the old fort Was covered with the dead. 

Last Summer the men wefe nearly eaten 
up.alive at the fort. Day and night mos- 
qutoes swarmed ‘over the barracks ‘and 
t officers’ quarters. ‘Dr. Stark's method 
of fighting them is a great success. The 
city health authorities are preparing to 
work on, the same plan. Kerosene will be 
used in fhe sinks and on the low ounds, 

Surgeon Stark says that the United States 
authorities are treating with petroleum all 
the lagoons arcund Havana, where the in- 
sects that carry malaria and yellow fever 
germs that have in years past been bred by 
millions. They are using one ounce of the 
oil to ten square feet of surface. Malaria 
has been almost banished from the Jocali- 
ties treated. 


CAPT. MYERS IGNORED. 


His Friends-Wonder that His Services 
in Peking Were Not Recognized as 


Were Those of Capt. Hall.

mm Myers was the original commander 
of the marines at Peking. He is said to 
have been highly esteemed by the ladies 
of the Legation for his courtesy toward 
them.

WHAT “SANTIAGO MEDAL” IS. 


Commemorates West Indian Naval Op- 
erations—Men Who Fought at San- 


tiago Will Get a Bronze Bar. 
Special to The New York Times. 


WASHINGTON, June 11.—Some criticism 
of the Navy Department for deciding to 
place the likeness of Rear Admiral Samp- 
son on the Santiago medal... has provoked 
an explanation from the department that 
it is not to bea ‘Santiago medal ”’ ‘at all. 


It is a West Indian medal], and does not 
commemorate the battle of. Santiago,.ac- 
cording to the official explanationz-=instead, 
it commemorates the neval*operations “ih 
West Indian waters, including the btloék- 
ade of Havana, the attack on San _Juan, 
Porto Rico, and, incidentally, the. event. at 
Santiago. It is therefore held-to be-proper 
that Admiral Sampson's likeness should 
adorn the medal, since he was in command 
during all these operations. 

It has occurred to the Navy Department, 
however, that there ought to be some spe- 
cial commemoration of the fact that there 
was a battle at Santiago, and that the 
officers and men who participated in that 
battle should have some recognition of the 
fact. socording! , advantage has been 
taken of a provision in the law to the ef« 
fect that any person who may be entitled 
to ‘“‘ receive recognition in more than one 
instance’ shall be presented with a bronze 
bar to be attached to the ribbon by which 
the medal is suspended. This bronze bar is 
to be presented to those who participated 
in the battle of Santiago. ; 

In view of this announcement, there is 
some. curiosity about whether the officers 
and-men of the flagship New York will be 
presented with the bronze bar. They are, 
of course, entitled to the medal, since they 
served in West Indian waters, and the 
medal, according to the official announce- 
ment, merely commemorates the West In- 
dian campaign. But in view of the fact 
that the New York did not arrive on the 
scene of battle till the fighting was over, 
there is some speculation about whether 
Admiral Sampson and his officers on the 
New York will receive the bronze bar in 
addition to the medal. The Brooklyn's 
officers and men will have the Sampson 
medal and the Santiago bar, as they were 
not only in the West Indian campaign, but 
also in the fight. 

It is doubted by those who have heard 
this proposition whether Rear Admiral 
Sampson would consent to wear a bar de- 
scribing him as having been in the battle, 
although the Court of Claims has decided 
that he was constructively, if not physical- 
iy, present.

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IN POLICY SHOP RAIDS 


Revolvers Are Drawn and Men 
Struggle to Destroy Evidence. 








PANIC OF EAST SIDE PLAYERS 


Capt. F. Norton Goddard’s Anti-Policy 
Society Makes Its First Descent 
Upon the Resorts.

Just as the slips of the afternoon drawing 
were being distributed, to the east side citr- 
cult of policy shops by the “runners” 
raids were, made cn seven of the small 
rooms in which a pamphlet known as the 
“Policy Players’ Dream Book” is the only 
velume consulted. ‘ 

For those uninitiated into the mysteries of 
** poke,’’ known by the legal phrase of lot- 
tery policy, it may be explained that slips 
showing the winning numbers of the after- 
noon drawings are hurried around to the 
pclicy shops before 5 o’clock. At this time 
the policy rooms are always crowded with 
persons who eagerly scan the slips to cee if 
their faverite gig, saddle, cross-saddle, or 
capital cross-saddle has come out. The bets 
of the policy players average from 2 cents 
to 25 cents, and the average receipts of 2 
policy 100m are at least $20 a day in dimes 
and nickels, taken from poor men, women, 
and children. 

The raids were the first made by the 
Anti-Policy Society, an organization which 
was formed about six weeks ago by Capt. 
F. Norton Goddard, who for several years 
has been conducting a crusade against 
policy playing.. There was plenty of ex- 
citement on the east side when the raids 
were made. Doors were smashed in, re- 
volvers were drawn in several places, and 
hundreds of policy players became panic- 


stricken and fled through the etreets as if 
they were being pursued by cavalry. Some 
of the alleged owners of policy dens were 
arrested at the point of a revolver. 


HAND-TO-HAND STRUGGLE. 


In every instance the effort of those con- 
ducting the policy game was to destroy 
what is known as the “ manifold book,” 
which consists of tissue paper, with a car- 
bon sheet between two pieces. The mani- 
fold book is the official record of every 
play made by the ‘“ poke fiends.’’ The 
book shows the gigs and saddles played, 
the amount, and whether the play is in the 
morning or afternoon drawing. In several 
instances the detectives of the Anti-Policy 
Society were in the rooms when the raids 
were made and had wagered small sums 


of money so as to secure evidence. The 
importance of destroying the manifold 
books was appreciated, and there were 


hand-to-hand fights, in which the thin tis- 
sue sheets were torn into fragments. 

The raids were conducted by Superin- 
tendent Reardon, who was formerly asso- 
ciated with Frank Moss. The warrants 
were obtained from Justice Jerome. 

Superintendent Reardon first visited 165 
Chrystie Street accompanied by Detectives 
Breahan and Kennedy. of the Anti-Policy 
oe was? 

The alleged policy shop was in a dingy 
room crowded with men, and in the suffo- 
cating place were a. few children sent ; 
anxious parents to find out whether they 
had lost their small bets. 

In the first rush of the detectives the 
door of the room was carried off the hinges. 
The people inside became excited and many 


onparer 

‘Get the proprietor. He is the man we 
want,’’ shouted Superintendent Reardon. A 
search of the place failed to produce the 
man wanted. “he players were allowed to 
go, and the detectives seized all the para- 
phernalia. 

The ‘layout’ \consisted of manifold 
books,. styluses, slips showing the win- 
ning plays for. a long period, blackboards, 
and rubber stamps. All this was packed 
up and sent to the station house. 

The next place visited was 199 Allen 
Street. There was no need to knock in the 
door of this. place, as Detective Brennan 
had been in there all day. What was 
wanted was the manifold book. 

Detective Brennan had made bets, and it 
was necessary to compare them with the 
slips of the plays which are given when a 
chance is taken and the money paid in. 
Detective Brennan heard the rush of the 
officers up stairs, and he quickly threw 
the bolt so that they could come in with- 
out resistance. The raid was a surprise to 
the policy players, but the detectives were 
more surprised, when they found that the 
owner of the place, for whom they had a 
warrant, had escaped arrest. 

The first serious trouble occurred at 169 
Suffolk Street. Superintendent Reardon 
made up his mind that the “runners” for 
the policy rooms were hurrying around 
with the ‘‘ tip’’ about the raids. 

‘“*“Down with the door!’ he shouted, as 
the detectives rushed up the stairs to the 
recom. ‘There was a yell from inside, and 
Superintendent Reardon heard a crash of 
glass. He saw the proprietor of the place 
jump through a window in the rear. The 
anti-policy man jumped into the yard as 
the policy man was climbing the back 
fence. The manifold book dropped. Super- 
intendent Reardon snatched it up, and in 
his zeal to catch the proprietor he held the 
prize in his hanu. As Reardon climbéd the 
fence with etective Walsh behind him, 
the policy man reached down and, grab- 
bing the manifold book, tore it into small 
fragments, . 

Reardon seized the man, and there was 
a rough-and-tumble fight, when Detective 
Walsh gave the man a beating with a 
pocket stick. He gave his name at the 
station house as Robert Lang, thirty-five 
years of age, of 169 Suffolk Street. He 
was Idcked up in the Eldridge Street Sta- 
tion. 

The next policy shop visited was four 
doors from the Union Market Station 
House. Two officers were detailed to ac- 
company the raiders. The ‘door was broken 
in, and Parsons, the py proprietor, 
rappled with Superintendent Reardon. 
arsons is a powerful man weighing 200 
pounds. P 


THE OFFICERS DEFIED. 


“J ~vill kill the first man who touches 
me,” ne said, putting his hand in his pock- 
et. Reardon’s pistol was out in an instant 
and Parsons was covered. He looked into 
the barrel of the revolver and ever then he 
was defiant: 

“Come on, and we will knock their 
heads off,”’ he shouted to the men in the 
room. Some more revolvers were pro- 


duced, and soon there was a scramble to 

et away from the front of the muzzles. 

arsons finally surrendered, and Super- 
intendent Reardon served a ‘‘ John Doe’”’ 
warrant on him. Reardon said that he 
played a 15-cent gig in the place last May. 
At the station house the man gave his 
name as Willlam Brown, forty-seven years 
old. of 822 East Ninetieth Street. 

The next place visited was back of a 
small butcher's omer at 88 Columbia Street, 
kept by Nathan Ecker. The proprietor 
had gone out in_the onereee to attend 
a christening. Eight locks Were on the 
door. The butt of a revolver was used to 
break a window pane. Inside was Ignatz 
Klein, for whom the detectives had 4 war- 
rant wnder the name of Louis Stern. 
and made terrible threats. A revolver was 
leveled at him while Superintendent Rear- 
don was climbing through the window. Th 
arrest was then made.

The Queer Acoustic Properties 
Statuary Hall May Be Destroyed.

WASHINGTON, June 11.—The architect 
of the Capitol has decided that it will be 
necessary to remove the entire ceiling of 
the United States Supreme Court room in

order to replace the timber roof with one of 
steel. The ceiling has been carefully photo- 
graphed and diagrams have been made of 
it, so that when the new ceiling is con- 
structed it will not be possible for the ob- 
server from below to detect that it has 


been removed. 

About Aug. 1 the work of reconstruction 
can be begun. The reconstruction of the 
roof of Statuary Hall will also be begun at 
the same time. A temporary roof will 
be built under the present ceiling, so that 
when the rafters and plastering are torn 


out no damage will be done to the hall, 
whatever may -be the weather. 

The statues will all be boxed so as to 
protect them from damage. The guides 
at the Capitol have been greatly alarmed, 
fearing that the ‘sounding stones’’ and 
the various acoustic peculiarities of the 
hall will be intereferd with by the new 
roof and ceiling, aitnouge the ceiling is to 
be an exact duplicate of the old one. The 
old construction was of wood, while the 
new one will be of steel. This change a 
make such a change as they fear, thou 
no one at the Capitol is certain what the 
result will be.

PRESIDENT DOES NOT 
WANT A THIRD TERM 


Says He Would Refuse the Nomi- 
nation If Tendered.

Issues a Statement So as to Stop All 
Talk of Running Him Again—Gov. 
Odell Mentioned as a Possibility.

WASHINGTON, June 11.—President Me« 
Kinley to-day put an effectual quietus on 
the third-term talk which has gained some 
currency in the newspapers through inter- 
views with certain well-known Republic- 
ans favoring the renomination of the Presi- 
dent for a third term. Shortly before to- 
day’s Cabinet meeting adjourned, Secre- 
tary Cortelyou gave to the press a signed 
statement by the President intended for the 
American people, announcing that he was 
not a candidate for a third term, and would 
not accept a renomination if one were ten- 
dered. In the statement the President said: 

I regret that the suggestion of a third 
term has been made. I doubt whether [ 
am called upon to give it notice. But there 
are now questions of the gravest impor- 
tance before the Administration and the 
country, and their just consideration should 
not be prejudiced in the public mind by 
even the suspicion of she thought of a third 
term. In view, therefore, of the reiteration 
of the ‘suggestion of it, I will say now, 
once for all, expressing a long settled con- 
viction, that I not only am not and will 
not be a candidate for a third term, but 
would not accept a nomination for it if 1t 
were tendered me. 

My only ambition is to serve through my 
second term to the acceptance of my coun- 
trymen, whose generous confidence I so 


deeply appreciate, and then, with them, to 
do =F duty in the ranks of private citi- 
zenship. WILLIAM McKINLEY.

The announcement from the White House 
came with all the force of a surprise, al- 
though the intimate friends of Mr. McKin- 
iey have for some time intimated that 
something of the kind might be expected 
if the suggestions about a third term cone 
tinued to be made in the newspapers. 


SECRET WELL KEPT. 


There was no idea among those who wait- 
ed upon members of the Cabinet, after they 
had gathered at the White House last 
night, and who questioned the group of of- 
ficials, that they protected so interesting a 
secret. All conjecture was directed to tha 
notion that the meeting was held in conse- 
quence of important news received front 
Cuba, and that would call for action in the 


Cabinet meeting of to-day. Each member of 


the Cabinet calmly answered when tne 
-tusiness of the meeting was inquired 2bout 
that the visit was “ strictly social,’’ prompt- 
ed by the decision of the physicians at- 
tending Mrs. McKinley, that her malady 
kad taken so improved a form as to justify 
congratulations to the President in a body. 
_ It Was true that the symptoms of Mrs. 
McKinley's illness were more encourazing, 
tiving the President greater freedom to 
consider other matters, and the one thot ha 
considered of the most immediate conceru 
to himself and his party was the suppres- 
sion of the third-term talk that had been 
indulged in. - 

The President had hoped tobe able to let 
the talk pass unnoticed, as the idle conjecte 
ure of ingenious newspaper men in the dull 
Summer season, The announcement made 
by Senator Depew of the probability that 
President McKinley would be again elected 
President was a rude disturber of the triin 
of thought in which the President had in- 
dulged, and he was inclined to disavow the 
assertion then. But when Gen. Grosvenor, 
an intimate friend of the President. and 
sometimes referred to as his “‘ mouthpiece,” 
not only declared that the President would 
be again nominated, but argued that the 
unwritten law against a third term had no 
force or support in the public mind, the 
President decided that he could not, wita 
care for his party or himself, longer main- 
tain silence. 


DECISION IS IRREVOCABLE. 


It was not by accident or on _ social 
grounds that the members of the g@abinet 
gathered at the White House at 8 o'clock 
last night, but at the summons of the 
President. In the absence of Secretary 
Root, the President consulted his older 
friend, Secretary Long, in a ride taken 


during the afternoon, and finding Mr. Long 
in full agreement with him as to the course 
he intended to pursue, the Cabinet wag 
asked to meet the President at 8 o'clock. 

There was no ‘hesitation, equivocation, or 
desire to delay on the part of the President 
the announcement of his determination not 
to be considered as a candidate for a third 
term. The words in which he purposed 
informing the ee, had been framed, and 
were submitted to the Cabinet. There was 
criticism neither of the resolution of the 
President nor of the words in which he had 
chosen to announce that determination. 
There was an agreement that no member 
of the Cabinet would anticipate by direct 
statement or inuendo the announcement 
that the President would issue to-day. 

The almost universal opinion here is that 
the words of the President mean just what 
they say. Occasionally there is a man who 
suggests that the mind of the President 
might be changed, and that urgent repre- 
sentations by his party might prevail upon 
him to accept a nomination as a duty to his 
arty and his country. But these “ doubt- 
ng Thomases”’ are few and are always 
hardened politicians. There are not a few 
Republicans who have expressed the opin- 
ions uttered by Gen. Grosvenor, and who 
looked to see Mr. McKinley so popular at 
the close of his second term that he would 
feel constrained to disregard the traditiom 
against a third term and consent to prove 
the weakness of the two terms idea. 


ALWAYS OPPOSED THIRD TERM. 


From an intimate friend of the President 
it is ascertained that the decision an- 
nounced was reached long ago by the 
President; that in fact he was always op- 
posed to the third term idea, and was Will- 
ing to assume that it would be honored by 
the Republican Party in 1004 just as it 
was in 1880. At that time Ohio was op- 
posed to a third term nomination, althoug 

eatly attached to the President who ha 
held office for two terms and who devel- 
oped great strength in the National Con- 
vention that a to give him an addi- 
tional term of office. 

Aside from the aversion with which the 
President regards occupation of the office 
for a third term on political grounds, he 
has a strong inclination to devote his time 
after his present term of office to pareoual 
affairs that have secured only his ‘divid 
attention while he has been President, and 
he contemplates with great hopefulness the 
prospect of making comfortable, free from 
the excitement inseparable from life at the 
White House, the days to be vouchsafed to 
Mrs. McKinley at her home in Canton. 

A sense of fairness to aspirants for the 
office of President has h something to 
do with the early announcement by the 
President of his determination not to be 
talked of as a candidate. This does not go 
to the length of favéring any person who is 
known to aspire to the sidency. If Mr. 
McKinley can prevent it, his Administra- 
tion will not be used to promote the welfare 
of any particular candidate, but the wel- 
fare of the party, and this he hopes to pro- 


mote by so conducting his Administration 
as to increase confidence in the ability of 
the Republican Party to grapple with the 
problems that have arisen since that party 
resumed control of the Government.

CABINET MEMBERS’ VIEWS. 


Speaking of the President's action, Post- 
master General Smith said: 

“This act of s¢clf-abnegation on the part 
of the President is another proof of his 
patriotic public spirit and of his greatness. 
In taking*this step he has not only followed 
his personal inclinations, but he has acted 
from a deep sense of duty and from his be- 
lief in a principle of our institutions which 
he thinks absolute and unchangeable. Be- 
yond this, his Administration is dealing 
with great public questions of the first 
magnitude which he feels should every- 
where be considered fully and exclusively 
on their own merits, without the possibility 
of the imputation in any quarter of per- 
sonal thought or purpose. It might be said 
that he was hardly called upon at this 
stage to give any gy eye on the sub- 
ject, but he felt that the perfectly free and 
untrammeled consideration of these ques- 
tions required him to speak so that no oth- 
er possible issue could be intruded. 

Secretary Long’s view of the announce- 
ment is as follows: ‘I think the Presi- 
dent by this act has given another evidence 
of his wisdom and patriotism. Jl am satis- 
fied that personally he did not desire, nor 
would have been willing to accept a third 
term, After eight years of the burdens 
and responsibilities of office he looks for- 
ward to the relief of private life. As a 
matter of principle and conviction, also, he 
would not accept a third term, and he evi- 
dently felt it his duty to confirm the tra- 
ditions of his country in this respect. This 
action of his, I believe, will do more than 
anything else can do to settle this question 
for all time. The whole thing is another 
evidence of the President's right-minded- 
ness, disinterestedness, and entire conse- 
cration to the best interests of his coun- 
try, and to the obligations of his great 
trust.”’ 


JUST WHAT HANNA EXPECTED. 


Ohio Senator Says All Third-Term 
Talk Was Premature. 


CLEVELAND, Ohio, June 11.—‘ It is just 
what I expected the President would say, 
ff he said anything at all on the subject,” 
was the comment of Senator Hanna to-day 
when he read President McKinley’s state- 
ment in reference to a third term. 

“IT have never exchanged one word with 
the President concerning the matter,’’ he 
continued, ‘‘and have considered all the 


talk bearing on the subject as premature, 
According to my judgment, it is too early 
to discuss Presidential candidates for the 
next term.” 

Asked if he was in favor of maintaining 
the precedent established by President 
Washington in reference to the number of 

ears the Chief Executive should hold of- 
ice, Mr. Hanna said: ‘I don’t think the 
orrnns set by Washington has a great 

eal to do with the matter. But there is 
undoubtedly a strong sentiment among the 
people against such a proposition.” 


VIEWS OF NEW YORK MEN. 


No Man Could Be Elected President a 


Third Time, Says Reuben L. Fox. 

REUBEN L. FOX, Secretary of the Re- 
publican State Committee—The President's 
letter shows that Mr. McKinley has a level 
head He doesn’t want a third term. No 
man, not even an angel, could be elected 
for a third term. Mr. McKiniey knows it, 
and he has dore a very sensible thing in 
declaring just where he stands. 

DWIGHT A. LAWRENCE—Mr. McKin- 
Jey's letter was nothing more than I ex- 
pected. There were grave reasons for his 
action.

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|THE FIFTEEN’S CRISIS 
A BOON TO GAMBLERS 


Resorts Will Be Wide Open, Is the 
General Opinion. 








The Committee Had Decided Quietly to 
Discontinue—Funds Withheld After 
Justice Jerome Took Hold. 





The opinion was very generally expressed 
yesterday that now that the Committee of 
Lifteen has decided to abandon its plan of 
raiding, gambling houses, poolreoms, and 
other like resorts will be running at full 
blast. Tammany leaders were exultant yes- 
terday at what they considered the surren- 
der of the committee, and Commissioner of 
Police Murphy said that the committee's 
failure to continue showed that there was 
really no gambling of consequence going on 
in the city, just as he had stated all along. 

None of the members of the Committee 
of Fifteen would be quoted as saying that 
the committee expected to go out of busi- 
ness. Nevertheless, all of them who would 
be seen acknowledged that perhaps the 
cemmittee might think it wise to devote 
its future efforts to purifying/the tenement 
hcuses rather than to driving out gambling 
resorts. Mr. Baldwin, the Chairman of the 
committee, said: 

‘*“We are not going to relinquish our ef- 
forts, even if we will change their direc- 
tion. We have demonstrated what we start- 
ed out to demonstrate, that there are gam- 
bling places running in this city and under 
the protection of the police No one can 
fail to see that after what we have done. 

“It is true that we have not captured the 
‘John Doe’ for whom we were seeking, but 
we have shown the public just about where 
the source is from which all of this protec- 
tion to vice is peddled out. Our evidence 
has been morally convincing, even if not 
legally so, 

“It is true that we will largely decrease 
the detective staff we have been employ- 
ing because there will be no necessity for 
it. We do not intend to let gambling alone 
entirely, but for several months hence we 
will devote ourselves to seeing that the new 
tenement house laws are enforced.” 


COMMITTEE'S HAND FORCED. 


It was stated by a man very close to the 
Committee of Fifteen that, because of the 
searcity of funds in the committee's hands, 
it had been practically decided on last Fri- 
day night that the committee should wind 
up its labors. It was the intention that 
this should be done quietly. But the plan 
was disclosed, and the premature publica- 
tion of it forced members of the committee 
to show their hand and to premise that 
financial backing would not be wanting. 

The statement is made upon this same 
authority that up to the present time the 
principal funds for the committee's use 
have been furnished by Austen G. Fox, Mr. 
Baldwin, and one or two others. Some of 
those who had promised large subscrip- 
tions had, because of disapproval of Jus- 
tice Jerome's methods or for other reasons, 
withdrawn their support, and these leaders 
in the committee's active work felt that the 
time had come when unaided they could not 
carry it on further. 

Mr, Fox came back from Virginia on Mon- 
cay that he might be able to consult with 
members of the committee and be present 
at the meeting which is to be held to-day. 
Mr. Fox refused yesterday to comment 
upon the work of the committee or the 
methods of Justice Jerome, except to teli 
the old story about the warrant that An- 
drew Jackson executed with a pistol when 
he was Chief Justice of Tennessee. ‘‘ And," 


commented Mr. Fox, “that man was aft- 
erward elected to be President of these 
United States.’’ 

Justice Jerome refused to say anythin 
further. It was said by an intimate frien 
of the Justice, however, that he felt that 
his usefulness to the Committee of Fifteen 
vas ended, but that he was more than sat- 
isfied with the results that had been ac- 
complished. 

‘See what has been done,” said this 
friend. ‘‘ About a hundred prisoners have 
been arrested. All of them, with one ex- 
ception, have been indicted by the Grand 
Jury wher. iheir cases have been called, 
and there has heen a conviction in nearly 
every case that has come up for trial, 
rr this is something to be satisfied 
w big 

It is stated that Justice Jerome will start 
on his vavation within a short time, tha 
vacation that has been deferred because 
of the aid requested of him by the Com- 
mittee of Fifteen. In spite of the rugged 
health of the energetic Justice, it is said 
that the strain of the past few months has 
begyn to wear upon him, and that he will 
be more than glad to be relieved of the calls 
of the con.mittee. 

Justice Jerome's friends feel that he has 
been treatel very unfairly by some mem- 
bers of tlhe Committee of Fifteen, not in 
their disapprova! of his methods, but in 
their alleged want of frankness. Col. Rob- 
ert Grier Monroe has been in frequent con- 
sultation with the Justice, and they feel 
that if there had been any dissatisfaction 
ir the committee, the Justice should have 
been told of it and not allowed tu go ahead 
feeling that he had the asrevel of the 
comnenettes when as a matter of fact he did 
rot. 


COL. MONROE'S DEFENSE. 


Col. Monroe, when shown the statement 
by John D. Crimmins disapproving of Jus- 
tice Jerome's methods, gave out this state- 
ment, adding that he ‘‘ would not say one 
word more.’’ Col. Monroe said: 

“TIT have seen day by day what Judge 
Jerome has done. I know the value of his 
work and feel great satisfaction in having 
been associated with him in it. He has 
issued warrants of arrest after carefully 
considering the evidence submitted to him. 
He has given up his vacation and his leis- 
ure time in order that our work might not 


be delayed. In several instances he has 
attended personally at the execution of 
his warrants, to see that the process of 
his court was carried out. It was to be ex- 
pected that such vigorous action would of- 
fend both the gamblers and their allies 


among the police. 
“But I see by the morning pepers that 
ike Justice 


Mr. Crimmins also does not 
Jerome’s methods. Mr. Crimmins says he 


does not approve of Justice Jerome be- 
cause he (Mr, Crimmins) has ‘too much 
respect for the robe,’ and also because he 
cannot imagine ‘that the police would 
openty protect such violations of the law.’ 

r. Crimmins is a successful New York 
contractor who for many years was looked 
upon as a friend of Mr. Croker, whose 
methods are not our methods. If I am not 
mistaken, Mr. Crimmins was a supporter 
of Mr. Croker’s candidate for Mayor in 
1897, a Mayor who has stated that worr 
was the best Chief of Police New Yor 
ever had, so it is not surprising that Mr. 
Crimmins says he does not believe that the 
police protect violators of the law. 

My own instincts. concerning judicial 
dignity have not been offended by Fustice 
Jerome's methods. The members of the 
bar with whom I have talked about our 
work have not expressed to me their dis- 
approval, They are men, I may say, whose 
standard of judicial dignity is very high. 
Justice Jerome's actions during the past 


few months have been both dignified and 
courageous. 


Mr. Crimmins was told of Col. Monroe’s 
statement, and it was again repeated to 
him that the accusation had been made in 
many quarters that he was “ playing poll- 
tics’’ and that he was seeking the anti- 
Tammany Mayoralty nomination. 


MR. CRIMMINS’S REPLY. 

“It is not true,” Mr. Crimmins said, 
“that I am seeking the Mayoralty nom- 
ination. I was born and brought up here. 
My life is and has been an open book,,and 
I want it understood that I have said this 
to establish no policy or to further any 
personal ends. I am too old to be Mayor, 


even if the nomination should be of- 
fered me. , 


“In the last four years there have been 
conditions in this city which have resulted 
in corrupting the police force, and I say 
this: If the four Police Commissioners who 
last made up the board had administered 
their offices to the best interests of the 
eter there never would are base: any S- 


and tut- 
ing @ e ead. Any four good, honest 





men could take hold of the Police Depart-+ 
ment and make it all that it should be. But 
I do not believe that the force is all bad. 
I think it comprises a fair lot of men. 
There were many temptations, and some of 
them fell. But aren't there temptations 
for all of us? I think, though, that Col, 
Murphy has done remarkably well, con- 
acecing what he found when he took 
office. 

“The best way to remedy matters, I 
think, is to wait a little. A new Mayor 
next year will bring improvement. Any 
legislation that looks to the best interests 
of the city will correct the existing evils. 
That is why I object to. Tammany Hall. 
It does not give such a Government. [I 
have always opposed Tammany, and if my 
advice had been taken years ago there 
would never have been any Tammany. 
There would have been a County Democ- 
racy, and that would have been a party in 
the true sense. As things are now, no 
matter whether the city is governed from 
the City Hall or the Democratic Club, the 
Government must sink lower and lower, 
because it is not conducted with a view to 
conserving the best interests of the city. 

“The thing for the Committee of Fifteen 
to do is to put their hands on the man who 
protects vice and punish him. And, in my 
opinion, the way to him is not so devious 
as some would have it. I believe that the 
Committee of Fifteen has done some good 
—a good deal,~in fact. It has told the 

eople what they did not know about vice. 

ow, let the committee go to the homes 
of the east side and make them safe and 
pure,”’ 

One result of the Committee of Fifteen’s 
going out of business—or, rather, a fact 
coincident with it—was that there was no 
policeman stationed yesterday at the en- 
trance to The” Allen’s place, at 80 Sixth 
Avenue? which has been twice raided dur- 
ing the committee’s crusade against vice. 
A policeman had warned everybody away 
for more than a week until yesterday. The 
resort was full of visitors. 

The Committee of Fifteen will hold a 
meeting this afternoon, at which it is 
thought the definite policy of the organ- 
ization for the future will be determined. 


VIEW OF THE GAMBLERS. 


Not a Gambling House Reported Open 
in the Tenderléjn District. 


Lawless elements of the Tenderloin dls- 
trict, including the keepers of gambling 
houses and poolrooms took a pessimistic 
view of ‘the situation last night, notwith- 
standing the announcement that the Com- 
mittee of Fifteen would no longer be on 
their track. Not a gambling house opened 
in the district as far as could be learned, 
and as a matter of fact most of the big 


gamblers have left the city for the Summer 
1esorts. 

One who was seen in Broadway, said that 
the action of the committee, even if it 
should be as stated, would make little dif- 
ference, for there was little money to be 
made in the city in the Summer, and the 
proprietors would oe elect to remain 
closed now that they have been shut _ up. 
Poolrooms, he said, did not pay as well as 
the gambling houses, and while many 
have moved to Leng Island City, it is found 
that once the bettors get as far away as 
that they are most likely to keep right on 
to the race tracks where they can general- 
ly get more favorable odds.

The Brooklyn Wharf and Warehouse 
Company was organized with a capital of 
$30,000,000, After several years of business 
as a corporation it defaulted in the inter- 
est on its bonds, and the United States 
Mortgage and Trust Company became trus- 
tee for the bondholders in a movement for 
the reorganization of the business. 

The property of the company lies on the 
Brooklyn water front, extending from the 
foot of Main Street to Red ook Point. 
It consists of warehouses, docks, piers, and 
elevators.

Hays, thirty-rour years old, the 
son of Simon Hays, a wealthy real estate 
operator living at 14 East One Hundred 
and Twenty-fifth Street, yesterday assault- 
ed and attempted to rob George F. Mellert, 
sixty-nine years old, a bank messenger 
for the Bronx Borough Bank of Bast One 
Hundred and Seventy-seventh Street. 

The assault took place at the head of the 
staircase in the Twelfth Ward Bank, One 
Hundred and Twenty-fifth Street and Lex- 
ington.Avenue, during the busiest part of 
the, morning. - Mellert had been to the 
Hamilton Bank; at 218 West One Hundred 
and Twenty-fifth. Street, and several other 
banks, and had in his possession. about 
$2,000. in bills.and $100 in silver, which he 
carried ,in a.small canvas handbag... He 
reached the Twelfth Ward Bank about 11 
o'clock, and while waiting for . Cashier 
Frank French to make out a certified check 
decided to go up stairs on the third floor. 

He carried his bag of coin. As he started 
up the,marble steps he noticed that Hays, 
who had been hanging about the corridor 
all morning, Was following him. As Mellert 
reached the long corridor on the third 
tloor Hays struck him on the head with a 
heavy file. At the same time he grabbed 
the bag of coin, saying: 

“Let go of it or I'll brain you.” As it 
happened the blow was a glancing one, and 
Mellert.. recovered himself quickly. De- 
spite-histage. he grappled with Hays and in 
the’ struggle the’ bag was torn open and 
the Jags¢. cain; rolled. jn all directions. 

Mellertts: «cries; breyght Janitor Kissam 
and'a humbet of persons who were in the 
bank to his help. The pair were still 
struggling desperately when they arrived. 
Hays was trying to get away, and the old 
man was clinging to him and shouting for 
help. Hays was seized and thrown into a 
corner and held there until the arrival of 
Detectives Bolz, Carter, and Conner, who 
had been summoned from the East One 
Hundred and Twenty-sixth Street Police 
Station, which is: only a hundred feet away. 

By this time a change had come over 
the prisoner, and instead of showing fight 
he begged for mercy. At the East One 
Hundred and Twenty-sixth Street Station, 
where he was,taken, he described himself 
as George Adams, a salesman, of 271 West 
One Hundred and.

E. L. Shuey of Dayton,Ohio, who was Pres- 
ident of the International Convention of the 
Young Men’s Christian Association at 
Grand Rapids, Mich., two years ago, called 
the business meeting to order. Its work 
was begun wéth the singing of ‘ All Hail 
the Power of Jesus’ Name.” After devo- 
tional service, conducted by the Rev. Dr. J. 
Y. Dobbins of Montclair, N. J., A, C. Kne- 
bel, State Secretary for North and South 
Carolina, was chosen temporary Secretary. 


Committees were appointed and the session 
adjourned. 

At 8 o'clock the delegates and others at- 
tending the jubliee proceeded to Trinity 
Church, where a united prayer service was 
held under the direction of the Rev. Dr. 
Charles Cuthbert Hall, President of the 
Union Theological Seminary, New York. 

The exercises began with the processional 
hymn, ‘“ Forward Be Our Watchword.” It 
was while the congregation was singing 
this hymn that the officiating ministers, 
representatives of Christian denominations, 
the International Committee, and the for- 


eign delegates entered the church in pro- 


cession, the march having been taken up 
from Trinity Chapel. The reading of sen- 
tences from the Holy Scriptures and prayer 
followed. 

Samuel B. Capen, President of the Ameri- 
can Board of Commissioners for Foreign 
Missions of the Congregational Church, 
read the fifth chapter of Revelations, and 
the Hallelujah Chorus from the oratorio, 
“The Messiah,’’ was sung. The Rev. E. 
Winchester Donald, rector of Trinity, re- 
cited the Apostolic Creed. 

A unique feature of the service was a 
series of prayers, some of which had been 
specially written for the occasion. by the 
Rev. Dr. Hall of New York, who recited 
them. Dr. Hall then delivered the sermon. 
He said in part: 

“It is fitting that this service shall com- 
memorate not chiefly the Christian work 
of fifty years, but chiefly the Christian 
faith of twenty centuries, without which 
the work of these latter days had beenimpos- 
sible. "The Young Men's Christian Asso- 
ciation owes its growth, its strength, its 
usefulness, not, first, to skillful manage- 
ment, earnest effort, good equipment; but, 
first, to that belief in, and that fidelity to 
the primary truths and the New Testament 
revelations, which, by the grace of God, 
steadfastly, it has maintained.”’

OBJECT TO NUDE STATUES. 





Some Members of Y. M. C, A. Conven- 
tion Issue a Protest, 


BOSTON, June 11.—The most striking in- 
cident of the Young Men’s Christian Asso- 
ciation Convention occurred late in the 
day in the circulation of a protest signed by 
Bishop Mallalieu and others, protesting 
against the use of the Museum of Fine 


Arts to-morrow night for a reception to the 
delegates and friends, tendered by the 
Trustees of the Museum and the Women’s 
Auxiliaries of the Massachusetts and Rhode 
Island associations. 

The protest is based on the fact that 
statuary in the nude is exposed to public 
gaze in the museum, and the claim that a 
reception there would commit the Young 
Men's Christian Association to an approval 
of such displays. 


TO INVESTIGATE WATER SHEDS, 


Sum of $100,000 Appropriated for Pre- 
liminary Surveys—Plans to be 
Made Public. 


It was decided at a secret session held 
yesterday in Mayor Van Wyck's office to 
spend $100,0000 for a preliminary investiga- 
tion of the watersheds around New York, 
on which the city will expend at least 
$30,000,000 during the next five years. The 
officials at the conference were Mayor Van 
Wyck, Controller Coler, Chief Engineer 
Birdsall of the Water Supply Department, 
Chief Engineer McLean of the Department 
of Finance, and Deputy Controller Levey. 
The talk lasted over an hour, and at the 
end the officials were reticent as to what 
had been discussed. 

It was stated that Controller Coler and 
Commisisoner Dalton had told of their in- 
vestigations of the watersheds during the 
past week. The announcement was also 
made that a comprehensive plan for a large 
increase in the water supply of the city 
would be made public in a short time. Con- 
troller Coler declined to say whether the 
city would extend its system over the By- 
ram River watershed into Connecticut or 
into the Catskills. 

The water problem which faces Brooklyn 
was also discussed. At the present time a 
State law prevents the city from going into 
Suffolk County, L. L., for more water. 

Commissioner: Dalton at the conference 
asked that the sum of $10,000,000 in bonds 
be issued at once, and that as soon as the 
surveys can be made with the $100,000 ap- 
propriated for that purpose that active 
work of buying property and making con- 
tracts for enormous storage reservoirs be 
given out, before Mayor Van Wyck leaves 


office on Jan. 1 next, 
Commissioner Dalton said to a Times re- 


orter: 

‘It will take five or six years to make 
any very large increases in the water sup- 
ly. In the meantime the growth‘of popu- 
ation on account of the rapid transit tun- 
nel will be very great. The sum of $10,000,- 
000 will have to be appropriated every year 
for at least three years, so as to ward off 
the danger of a water famine. The im- 
ortance of this subject is realized by but 
ew people. Now that there is plenty of 
water in the reservoirseon account of the 
heavy rains all idea of a water famine at 
once leaves the mind of the public. Next 
year we may have a dry season, and then 
there will be a howl about the shortage of 
water.” 


BARGAINS IN GAS STOVES. 


Consolidated Company Will No Longer 
Rent to New Consumers—its 
Offer to Sell. 

The Consolidated Gas Company and its 
affiliated companies have decided to dis- 
continue the renting of gas stoves and 
ranges to any consumers except those now 
in possession of such ranges. In case a 
consumer wishes to buy the stove which 
he has rented, the company promises to 
mnake terms that will insure bargain fig- 
ures. The price of a gas stove varies be- 
tween $11 and $15, and these may now be 


hought for $2 down and $1 a month there- 
after, 

The rule is received with varying fayor by 
flat dwellers. The fact that stoves could 
be hired for $3 annually, including repairs, 
had the advantage that when a tenant 
moved. he had only to notify his gas com- 
pany to leok after its property. On the 
other hand, consumers say that for years 
they have been using the gas stoves and 
have paid two or three times the value of the 
stove in rents, and /t ts time that the con- 
aumer should become the owner of his own 
stove. 

In-Manhattan alone it is estimated that 
there are between 75,000 and 100,000 gas 





stoyes in use. At least 90 per cent. of these 
are hired by the company to residents in 
flats and apartments. Every new filat- 
house that is ~— up is now furnished with 
as ranges, the old method of using coal 
aving been ree superseded. In Hlar- 
lem alone during the course of last: year 
over 12,000 such stoves were put into flats. 
Mr. Gawtry, the Secretary of,the Consoll- 
dated Gas Company, said yesterday: 

‘‘The departure of doing away with the 
hiring of gas stoves was done at the in- 


stoves to new customers. The old consum- 
ers, however, who desire to continue hiring 
the stoves, may do so.”

All Hope of Saving the Miners Given 
Up—A Cousin of President Mc- 
Kinley Among the Dead. 





WEST NEWTON, Penn., June 11.—Not a 
* practical miner in this district believes 

that one of the sixteen men entombed 
in the Port Royal Mine by the explosion 
last night is still alive. Thereyis no fire 
in the mine, to judge from appearances 
at the pit mouth, but, the forte of the 
explosion was so great that none of the 
men, so the miners say, could have sur- 
vived the shock. No one is allowed to 
enter the mine, and it is planned to flood 
it to put out the fire. In addition to those 
killed, se » were wounded. 

One of the men killed was a‘ second 
cousin of-President McKinley. He was 
William Allison of West Newton, one of 
the Assistant Superintendents of the com- 
pany’s mines. Among the other dead are: 

William McCune, Superintendent; John 
Kock, mine voss; Dennis Wardley, foreman 
of Mine No. 1; Michael Roy, fire boss; John 
Canto, machine boss. Dorr Mine; Samuel 
Hadley, assistant foreman Mine No. 2. 

William McCune was Superintendent of 
the Port Royal district, comprising five 
mines. He was a large stockholder in the 
Pittsburg Coal Company, and his family 
“Mves in a handsome residence on Vine 
Str West Newton. 

Ey this morning Harry Beveridge and 
*two miners, three of a recruiting party 
that went into the mine to bring out their 
mates who were entombed, were sent to 
the McKeesport Hospita:. Beveridge had 
both hands broken, and the other two were 
badly burned. 

At 9:04 A. M. to-day an inspection party 
went down into the mine, through the 
shaft on the Baltimore and Ohio side of 
the Youghiogheny River. It was their pur- 
pose to penetrate as far as possible to 
locate the dead bodies with hardly hope 
of finding any one alive. The fans in both 
shafts were started up to clear the mine 


of smoke, firedamp, and the after damp 
remaining from the éxplosions last night. 
The explosions are supposed to have oc- 
curred 3,000 feet back from the shaft. 

The disaster occurred about 6 o’clock last 
evening. An explosion was heard by men 
at shaft No. 2, and suddenly a cloud of 
smoke burst from the mouth of the shaft. 
Immediately the mine catastrophe of seven 
years ago, still fresh in the minds of those 
made fatherless, was recollected, and sim- | 
‘ultaneously a rush was made for the mouth 
of the mine. 

When the first excitement had subsided a 
little it was decided to try and rescue at 
least a part of those known to be en- 
tombed. As quickly as possible a messen- 
¢s Was dispatched on horseback to West 

‘ewton, which is five miles away, and 
while awaiting the arrival of “appliances 
necessary to enter a burning mine, a tem- 
porary rescue party composed of Superin- 
tendent McCune and nine others went 
down shaft No, 2. Just before they were 
lowered the bell was rung from the foot 
of the shaft. The cage was already down, 
and it was brought up with one of the 
miners in it.

Dr. Halsey Explains Why the Presbytery 
Refused Money to Him. 


The case of the Rev. Herman P. Faust, 
the egnverted Jewish rabbi, who has been 
doing-missionary work among the Jews of 
the east side, and who was refused further 
pecuniary aid by the New York Presby- 
tery, has excited much interest in religious 
circles. When the Rev. Dr. A. Woodruff 
Halsey, Secretary of the Presbyterian 
Board of Foreign Missions, was asked for 
the real reason of the local branch’s de- 
cision, he said that he supposed it was be- 
cause the Presbytery had become con- 
vinced that the ex-rabbi was not the right 
man in the right place, and that his ap- 
peai to the Presbytery for more money to 
keep from starving, when he had really a 
salary of $1,800 a year, was the last straw. 
Continuing, Dr. Halsey said: 

‘The plain truth is that the missionary 
work of Mr. Faust has not been much of a 
success, and if it had not been for the 


charitable conduct of the Presbytery he 
would have been dropped from the pay 
rolls long ago. On the plea that his wife 
and children were starving, he began writ- 
ing begging letters to wealthy: Presby- 
terians asking for help. At that time he 
was getting a salary of $1,800 a year, and 
his young son an extra $800 for assisting 
his father in the work in the Allen Street 
Mission Church, He was warned a number 
of times to stop his begging, and promised 
to do se, but each time renewed the. of- 
fense. The man means well, but seems ir- 
responsible where money is concerned, and 
I fear he cares unduly much for the loaves 
and fishes.”’

An Application Now Made to At- 
torney General Davies. 








His Wrongful Incumbency as President 
of Manhattan Borough—He Will 
Ignore the Action. 





James J. Coogan has ‘been served with 
papers in an action to oust him from the 
office of President of the Borough of Man- 
hattan. An application to begin the suit 
has been made to Attorney General Davies 
by Joseph Fitch, a lawyer, at 302 Broad- 
way, claiming that under the present New 
York charter Mr. Coogan is a usurper and 
is acting illegally, as the law declares that 
the President of the Bdrough must be a 
resident of the sectfon ie represents. Mr. 
Coogan voted for two y ars at Southamp- 
ten, Long Island. Anderson & Anderson, 
attorneys for Mr. Coogan} have been noti 
fied that there will be a hearing on ‘the 
matter Tuesday next. 

Mr. Fitch said: 

“I notified the Controller in December 
and since that time the salary of Mr. Coo- 
gan has been withheld. My claim is that as 
the charter requires the Borough President 
to continue a resident of the Borough of 
Manhattan, and as Mr. Coogan lived and 
voted in Southampton, L. L, he is not legal- 


ly in office." 

“It there any political significance in 
your action?” was asked. 

‘“‘ Well, is there? I don't see any. I am 
a Democrat, and held office under the 
present administration as Deputy Water 
Commissioner of the Borough of Queens. 
I am a Democrat, but not a Tammany Hall 
Democrat, and never will be.

ALABAMA NEGRO SUFFRAGE. 


Plan Introduced in Constitutional Con- 
vention to Disfranchise 90 Per 
Cent. of the Biack Vote, 
MONTGOMDBRY, Ala., June 11.—The first 
part of the new State Constitution was 
adopted to-day by the Constitutional Con- 
vention. The office of Lieutenant Govern- 
or was created and the Governor's salary 
raised from $3,000 to $5,000. The terms of 
the executive officers were lengthened from 
two to four yéars, but they are inéligible 


for re-election. The Governor cannot be- 
come a candidate for United States Senator 
within one yer after the expiration of his 
term: 

The most s\vceping suffrage scheme yet 
brought forward was that introduced to- 
day by Mr. eg of Burnsville. It pro- 
vides that the following classes shall not 
vote: 

‘“‘Those Who are illegitimate or loafers or 
who may be infected with any loathsome 
or contagious disease. 

“Those who have been convicted of trea- 
son, bribery, forgery, larceny, robbery, big- 
amy, seduction, incest, murder, rape or at- 
tempt to rape, arson, or burglary. 

“Those who are descendants of parents 
who are of or descendants of two or more 
different races; those who shall have mar- 
ried any woman having a living husban 
from: whom she has not been legally di- 
vorced; those who have committed any as- 
sault and battery on his wife or step- 
daughter.” 

This law would destroy 90. per cent. of the 
negro vote, and the ex-slaves who are not 
debarréd will be less than 5 per cent.

Commissioner Murphy’s Order to 
Get Them Stirs Up the Force. 





One Sergeant Says There Is a Profit in 
Them for Some One—The Commis- 
sioner’s Explanation. 


tee 


Not {in many months have the 7,500 mem- 
bers of New York’s “finest ’’ been thrown 
into such a flurry as by the recent order of 
Commissioner of Police Michael C. Murphy, 
requiring every member of the uniformed 
force to provide himself with plated buttons 
The flurry is 
not so much because the men are obliged to 
pugghase their own buttons, for that they 
have been doing right along, but it is be- 
cause the new buttons will cost from three 
to five times as much as did the brass pol- 
ished buttons now in use. 

The price of the new buttons has not been 
determined upon as yet. Some say that 
they will cost at least 15 cents each, others 
vary this to 25 cents. At any rate, the 
price of policemen’s buttons will be consid- 
erable when the total number required for 


the different uniforms is considered. Not 
counting the Winter uniform, each man 
will need a blouse and a dress suit. The 


latter alone takes thirteen large and six 
small buttons, the blouse requiring four 
large buttons...A Winter uniform will re- 
quire twenty-two large and six small but- 
tons. The total number of buttons neces- 
sary to fit out the entire force will be 
nearly half a million. 

The buttons are said to be “ patent but- 
tons,” the patent consisting in that they are 
leadily detachable. The man owning the 
patent and the company that has secured 
the contract to manufacture the buttons 
have not yet been made known, but accord- 
ing to one tailor who made a specialty of 

olicemen’s uniforms, a fat contract will lie 

n wait for some one. 

The first notice regarding the new com- 
mand «was received a few days ago, when 
the, following order, signed by Commis- 
sfoner Murphy, was circulated throughout 
all the station houses: 

Ordered, That Paragraph C of Rule 31 relative 
to buttons is amended to read as follows: 

Buttons—Coat of arms of the City of New 
York, made to conform with the great seal of 
the City of New York, now used and approved at 
the City Hall. This coat of arms is surrounded 
by a highly burnished, bright, flat ring. 3e- 
tween this and the burnished outer ring of the 
button are the words ‘‘ New York City Police,”’ 
surmounted by a five-pointed star, all brought 
out in the highest artistic relief. The shell of 
these buttons is made of the best gilding metal, 
known as Pierce’s metal oreide. These shells are 
extra heavy, double plated by the fire gilding or 
amalgamating process with 24-karat fine gold, 
and they will not change color or become tar- 
nished ‘when exposed to the air. The backs are 
of good brazing brass, known as French gilt, and 
burnished to preserve the cloth they come in 
contact with on the coats. The fastenings of 
the buttons shall be a patented two-pronged wire 
with spring attachment, and inside securing 
plate, as per sample in cloth room. 

The above is transmitted for the information 
and guidance of the police force, 

(Signed) M. C. MURPHY, 
Commissioner and Chief of Police. 


Many of the men are indignant that they 
should be required to pay the extra money 
for the new buttons: Heretofore the but- 
tons cost but 5 cents each, and often, with 
good care, it was possible to use therm 
over and over again. This, of course, will 
be the case with the new buttons to an 
extent, but in time the plating will) wear 
off, and it is not expected that the life of 


a gold-plated button will be any longer 
than that of the brass polished one now 
in use. 

The police officials say, however, that 
the new buttons will be far superior to 
those now in use. The old buttons, they 
claim, tarnish readily, and where they 


come in contact with the cloth, often cause 
white spots. Moreover, they are not fast- 
ened to the uniforms in an up-to-date way. 
This the policemen refuse to ‘‘ swallow 
whole.’’ They say that the regular inspec- 
tion was as good a means as is known to 
prevent the tarnishing and the staining of 
the cloth by the brass buttons, and that 
it can be of little concern how the but- 
tons are fastened to the uniforms so long 
as they stay where they are put and do 
the work. 

One @ergeant up;fown suggested that 
there was probably ore than one profit 
in the new button for some one. 

When told of the excitement the new or- 
der caused among the rank and file of the 
saree, Commissioner Murphy said last 
night: 

‘There is no necessity for all this. 
order does not call for buttons that are 
more, expensive than those now in use—if 
so, there will be very little difference. The 
advantage lies chiefly in the patent, for 
with it the tops of the new buttons may 
be detached and cleaned in the hand, thus 
avoiding any risk of soiling the uniforms. 

“Some of the officers may get gold- 
plated buttons, just as they do under the 
present system, but the men will not be 
put to any hardship in spending their 
money for gilt buttons or any other frip- 
pery. It was all a false alarm. No, the 
contract for the making of the new but- 
tons has not been awarded as yet.”

ACCUSES HER PARENTS. 


Girl Thought to be Drowned Won’t See 
Her Mother and Father—Says They 
Treated Her Brutally. 
MALDEN, Mass., June 11.—Sadie Biddle, 
the daughter of Mr. and Mrs. Lemuel Bid- 
dle, who had been missing from her home. 
and’ who was supposed to have been 
drowned in Fellsmere Pond with her sis- 
ter, Lillian, whose body was found yester- 
day, was-.located this afternoon in Jamaica 
Plain doing housework. She was brought 


here, and at the police station her parents 
tried their utmost to induce her to return 
home. 

The girl absolutely refused to see them, 
and told the police that she had been bru- 
tally treated by ner parents, claiming that 
she had been beaten until her body was 
black. She declared that if forced to go 
home she would commit suicide. The par- 
ents tried to get legal assistance to secure 
their daughter, and finally Chief Emerton 
outwitted them by placing the girl under 
detention as a neglected child. 

The girl claims that her sister Lillian 
threatened many times to kill herself be- 
cause of her parents’ alleged brutality. 
Last Wednesday, the last time she saw 
Lillian, the latter said she was going to 
get some carbolic acid and kill herself. 

Sadie told her that they could not buy it, 
and then Lillian suggested that they go to 
the reservoir. They parted, and Sadie wan- 
dered about Boston for two days, and final- 
ly got housework to do.

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THE CHINESE INDEMNITY 


Majority of Ministers Ready to Ac- 
cept 465,000,000 Taels. 


Library of the Forbidden City Burned 
by Order of the Court to De- 


stroy the Archives. 








PEKING, June 11.—A meeting of the 
foreign Ministers to-day showed better 
prospects of their coming to some definite 
understanding, the majority favoring the 
acceptance of China’s offer of 465,000,000 
tatls as the amount of:the indemnity to 
be paid to the powers. There was con- 
siderable discussion as to how the 4 per 
cént. interest could be collected. Mr. Raock- 
hill will presert at-the next meeting an 
expression of the American desire to fin- 
fish the business at The Hague. A ma- 
jority of the Ministers confess themselves 
against the proposition, thinking that with- 
in’ the next ten days everything can be 
adjusted. 

In the meantime the present military 
preparations for the departure of the 
troops and the Chinese intentions regard- 
ing the return of the Court to Peking seem 


premature. The Ministers may force a de- 
cision im the matters remaining to be ad- 
justed. 


Mr. Rockhill has the translation of an 


edict by the wording of which it would 
seem that the library of the Forbidden 
City was intentionally set on fire by orders 


of. the Court, and was not struck by light- 
ning, as was reported by the forcign 
guards. The edict orders the destruction 
of all the archives. The fire must have 
happened the day after the receipt of the 
telegraphic edict, though at the time a ru- 
mor of the receipt of the edict was denied 
by Prince Ching and Li-Hung-Chang. 





ST. PHTERSBURG, June 11.—The im- 
pression prevails in official circles here 
that the mode of paying the Chinage in- 
demnity will not be settled for a long pe- 
riod, possibly not until the present Minis- 
ters at Peking are replaced. It is thought 
they all would welcome a change of post, 
and that new men would be readier to set- 
tle the differences. While Ryssia is not 
ressing the guaranteed loan proposition, 
use the constitutional. powers could 
not guarantee the loan without legislative 
consent, which would necessitate delay, the 
plan is not withdrawn. The British propo- 
sition is not acceptable. 

Mr. Rockhill’s arbitration proposal causes 
some wonder, since the mode of payment 
is hardly considered a suitable issue for a 
legal determination. 


SAYS SHANGHAI MUST BE HELD. 


SHANGHAI, June 11.—Admiral Sir Ed- 
ward H. Seymour, British Commander in 
Chief on the China station, was the prin- 
cipal guest of the China Association at its 
annual banquet last evening. During the 
course of a speech protesting against any 
policy of trade exclusion, the Admiral said 


Great Britain had three powerful rivals, 
the United States, Russia, and Germany. 
Of the three, the United States was the 
greatest of her trade rivals, but the rivalry 
was not in conflict with Great Britain's 
licy of the open door. Germany was a 
m competitor both as regards trade and 
power. Great Britain, some day, would 
neve to reckon with the latter. Russia was 
not only extending her territory, but was 
ressing trade. 
miral Seymour insisted on the im- 
tance of holding and defending Shang- 
in order to preserve the prestige of 
the foreign nations. 


THE TRANSVAAL CONCESSIONS. 


Commission Says All, Including that of 
the Netherlands — South African 
Railroad Should Be Revoked. 


LONDON, June 11.—A Blue Book was 
issued to-day containing the report of the 
Transvaal Concésst6ons Commission. It is 
clear, the commission avers, that a State 
which has annexed another is not legally 
bound by any contracts made by the State 
which has ceased to, exist, and that no 
court of law has jurisdiction to enforce 
such. contracts, if the annexing State re- 
fuses to recognize them. 

The’ commission recommends that the 
Government decline to recognize the dyna- 
mite and other concessions, and adds that 
it is satisfied Dr. Leyds and others have re- 


ceived from certaidn Directors shares and 
financial considerations. 

Regarding the Netherlands-South African 
Railroad, the report, while admitting that 
the concession was legally granted, consid- 
ers it injurious that trunk failroad lines 
should be the monopoly of a single com- 
pany, especially a foreign tompany. The 
concession should be terminated, even if 
the company’s conduct is not open to com- 
plaint. ut its extraordinary action in the 
war precludes the gee = of its contin- 
uance under British administration. 

Discussing the position of the sharehold- 
ers, the report says the belligerent acts, for 
which all the shareholders were legally re- 
sponsible, caused immense damage to Great 

tain, Cape Colony, and Natal. The 
British Government, as an act of grace, 
may show some consideration to the share- 
hplders; but the commission considers this 
should be postponed until the shareholders 
have exhausted the remedies open to them 
against the Directors, and until the damage 
done by the company is made good. .: 

.The commission recommends the debent- 
ure holders to full recognition.

BERLIN, June 11.—Andries De Wet, a 
cousin of Gen. De Wet, the Boer command- 
er, to-night addressed a pro-Boer meeting 


in the Philharmonic. Ten thousand persons 
were present, and the speaker's utterances 
be received with enthusiastic demonstra- 
tions.

GERMANY’S NEW BATTLESHIP. 


The Zaehringen, to be Launched To-day, 


Considered the Most Formidable 


in the Kaiser’s Navy. 


BERLIN, June 11.—The launching to- 
morrow at Kiel of the new German battle- 
ship Zaehringen, in the presence of Em- 


peror William, Empress Augusta Victoria, 
and the Grand Duke of Baden, will be a 


ceremony of more than usual significance. 
She takes her name from the Baden 
dynasty. She is of a new type, like the 
Wittelsbach, the Wettin, and two others 
still in process of construction. Her dis- 


placement is 11,800 tons, and she is en- 
tirely of German steel. 

The Zaehringen was built at Krupp’s Ger- 
mania Yards. Her length is 126 meters, her 
indicated horse power 15,000, and her speed 
nineteen knots. Her armament consists of 
54 guns, of which 34 are quick-firers, 12 
are machine guns, and 8 are machine ri- 
fles. It will include also six torpedo tubes 
and one strong ram. The whole vessel will 
be inclosed in 225 millimeters of armor 
plate, the protection for the turret and 
decks being of less thickness. She is capa- 
ble of holding 650 tons of coal. Electric 
ete will be largely used on board, and 

er complement of men will be 650. 

The foreign Naval Attachés in Berlin 
consider this new class of battleship the 
most formidable fighting machine Ger- 
many has produced, and even more pow- 
erful than the ey eee battleship Hatsuse 
recently built at Elswick. 


THE PARIS FIGARO FIGHT. 


Shareholders Oust the Manager, ‘Mr. 
Perivier—He Refuses to Vacate. 


PARIS, June 12.—At a meeting of the 
shareholders of the Figaro yesterday the 
action of the Committee of Surveillance was 
unanimously sustained. The shareholders 
voted in favor of the remova) of M. Peri- 
vier, the manager, and of the acceptance 
of the resignation of M. de Rodays, editor 
in chief. ‘M. Prestat, President of the com- 
mittee, was appointed provisional manager 
of the paper. . Neither M. Perivier nor M. 
de Rodays was present at the meeting. 

The members of the committee went to 
the offices of the 7, where they found 
the doors closed. inally, however, they 
were admitted, and a stormy interview en- 
sued. ®M. Perivier refused to vacate e 
premises. M. Prestat tried to get the police 
to eject him, but they declined to interfere. 

Whe Figaro appeared to-day with the 
name of M. Perivier as managing editor 
at its head. In a signed leading article, M. 
Perivier repudiates the action of the share- 
holders and asserts that the meeting was 
illegal. He says M. Prestat and fifty 
shareholders made a violent entrance into 
the offices of the Figaro, but aftera long 
discussion, accompanied by personal 
threats, they left him in possession. He 
declares that the courts alone can decide 
who is in the right, and that, as for him- 
self, he will resist to the end. 

Other morning papers say that a Magis- 
trate was summoned at the request of M. 
Prestat and placed seals upon the editorial 
offices, whereupon M. Perivier took posses- 
sion of the printing office, the printer rec- 
ognizing him as the responsible editor and 
bringing out the paper as usual. 


AN M. P. MULCTED FOR LIBEL. 


Jury Assesses William R. Cremer £750 
—Former Opponent Sued Him. 


LONDON, June 11.—William R. Cremer, 
the Liberal member of Parliament, (Secre- 
tary of the Workmen’s Peace Association 
and of the International Arbitration 
League,) who, on three occasions, has pre- 
sented the President of the United States 


and Congress with memorials in favor of 
a treaty of arbitration between the United 
States and Great Britain, was, to-day, 
mulcted by a jury in the King’s Bench 
Court, in the sum of £750 for libelling John 
Lowles, a former member of Parliament. 
At the last general Parliamentary elec- 
tion Mr. Lowles contested the Haggerston 
Division of Shoreditch against Mr. Cremer, 
and the latter, a day or two before the elec- 
tion, issued pamphlets which, it was al- 
leged, ossly maligned Mr. Lowles’s per- 
sonal character and financial reputation. 


SPAIN’S PARLIAMENT OPENED. 


Queen Regent for the Last Time Out- 
lines the Government’s Policy. 


MADRID, June 11.—The Queen Regent, 
accompanied by the King, opened the 
Cortes to-day. The speech from the throne 
alluded to this being the last time she will 
open Parliament, as the regency terminates 
next year. 

Foreign relations were pronounced to be 
excellent. The Government, it was stated, 


will’ specially devote itself to cultivating 
good relations with the Spanish-American 
countries. Steps had been taken toward 
concluding commercial treaties with Argen- 
tina and other South American States. It 
was proposed to amend the Concordat in 
the interests of economy, Se some 
of the dioceses. A bill dealing with the 
religious orders and declaring which were 
legal and which would not be tolerated will 
be introduced. Army and Navy Reorgani- 
zation bills also will be introduced. ~* 

A bill will be introduced for the complete 
conversion of the Cuban and Philippine 
bonds jnto perpetual 4 per cents. 








Publishers Discuss Copyrights. 
LEIPSIC, June 11.—The Publishers’ Con- 
gress to-day adopted a resolution to have 
its debates on the copyright conventions 
between the United States and European 
States issued as a memorial, and to submit 


them to the American and European Gov- 
ernments. The American publishers of- 
fered to lay the memorial betore the Typo- 
graphical Union. The congress hoped that 
the United States would subscribe to the 
Berne Convention at no distant date, and 
in the meantime expressed a specia)] desire 
that the additional clause to the bill of 
March 3, 1891, proposed by the American 
Copyright League for the better protection 
of foreign works, might become law. 





Russian Prince Loses His Office. 


ST. PETERSBURG) June 11.—Prince Vol- 
konsky, who lectured in the United States 
several years ago on Russian literature, has 
just been dismissed from his position as 


Intendant of the Imperial Theatres as a re- 
sult of fining a famous Polish dancer for 
an infraction of discipline. He was com- 
elled to remit the fine, but posted a bui- 
etin in the Opera House declaring upon 
whose command this was done. THe posi- 
tion of Intendant is considered a peculiarly 
thankless one here, and it is believed that 
Prince Volkonsky invited his removal de- 
signedly. 


Sir Ellis Ashmead Bartlett’s Debts. 


LONDON, June 11.—A meeting of the 
creditors of Sir Ellis Ashmead Bartlett in 
the, Bankruptcy Court to-day disclosed his 
liabilities to be £57,536 and his assets ‘£28,- 
000., ‘The. Chairman of the meeting stated 
that the assets were of very doubtful value. 
Among the creditors is nef mee te brother, 
William Lehman Ashmead Burdett-Coutts, 
who figures for £40,000. Sir Ellis at- 
tributes his insolvenoy td losses on various 
investments. . 


JUDGE LOSES LIBEL SUIT. 


WHIT# PLAINS, N. Y., June 11.—The 
trial of the suit of County Judge Lent 
against Edgar L. Ryder for’ $50,000 for 
libel, after occupying the time of the court 
for two days, resulted this afternoon in

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MAROONED SAILORS BACK. 


Four Men Left on Navassa Island Suf- 
fered No Hardships—Many 
Ships Visited Them. 

The four Baltimoreans, who since October 
last have been marooged on the phosphate 
island of Navassa, in the-Garibbean Sea, 


off the coast of. Trinidad, arrived in New 
York on the Atlas Line steamship Andes 
yesterday afternoon. They were James A. 
Woodward and W. T. Pumphrey, white, 


and John Hill and John A. Bell, negroes. 
From what Woodward said, they had 


quite a lonesome time, but did not suffer 


nearly so many hardships as has been re- 
ported. 5 
Woodward was seen on the Andes last 
evening, and said that he had been, from 
1892 to 1898, the Superintendent of the old 


Navassa Phosphate Company, of. which 
John A. Fowler was President. That con- 


cern went into the hands of a receiver in 
1898, and was bought in 1900 by John B. 
H. Jefferson and Wyatt Owen of Balti- 
more for $25,000. The new owners engaged 
Woodward and the thrée other men to go 


to the island and “stand guard,’”’ so to 
speak, pending the formation of a com- 
pany to work the mines. They sailed on the 
Atlas Line steamship Alene; the 18th of 
October, 1900. Capt. Owen: . accompanied 
them. They took to the island nfnety days’ 
provisions, consisting of beef, pork, beans, 
coffee, &c, 

On Nov, 8 Capt. Owen started for home, 
and told the men that he would send back 
a gang of men in January to work the 
mines. January came but no laborers, and 
the larder began to dwindle. But as there 
were ships touching at the island every 
week or two, they did not suffer. Then 
there were about 1,000 goats and a good 
well, so there never was any danger of 
suffering, except for certain luxuries, such 
as tobacco, tea, coffee, &c. Every ship that 
touched at the island received a letter to 
Capt. Owen. 

On Feb. 28, the British sloop of war Buz- 
zard touched at the island for water. 

“We were ashamed to ask the Britisher 
for food,” said Woodward, ‘‘ as we thought 
he might tell his ora the condition 
he found us Americans We did muster 
up courage to ask for some soap and tea, 
though, and got a pound and a half of soap 
and a half pint of tea.” 

May 16 the sloop yacht Rambler, from 
Great Magua, called for water. When she 
left she had on board a letter to the Pres- 
ident, one to The New York Herald, one 
to The Baltimore Evening News, another 
to The Baltimore American, ‘and the last 
letter to Capt. Owen. 

The next ship that touched was the 
Andes, which took them off. The goats 
were well when they left, the men say. 
Now that they are home again lawsuits 
galore may be expected to follow as a re- 
sult of their sojourn on Navassa. 


JILTED GIRL THROWS ACID. 


Lay In Wait for Former Sweetheart at 
Elevated Station—Victim Will 
Be Blind. 

For two years Mamie Collins, twenty-two 
years old, of 9 State Street, Brooklyn, was 
engaged to be married to Patrick Hawkins, 
twenty-nine years old, of 327 Henry Street, 
Brooklyn. A month ago Hawkins broke the 
engagement, and subsequently the girl 
learned that she had been discarded be- 
cause Hawkins had found another young 
woman whom he liked better. 

Last night at 6 o’clock the girl lay in 


wait for Hawkins on the Fourteenth Street 
station of the Ninth Avenue elévated road, 
and when she saw him mounting the stairs 
she dashed.a small cream pitcher full of 
oxalic acid into his face. Then she threw 
her arms about him, shrieking and crying 
that she did not mean to hurt him. The 
man was blinded and: will probably lose 
the sight of both eyes. 

Hawkins worked as a printer for a Ho- 
boken printing house. Miss Collins works 
in a paper box factory on Front Street, 
Manhattan. Her rejection by Hawkins she 
took so much to heart tnat her relatives 
have feared it would affect her mind. 

After throwing the acid she made no ef- 
fort at flight, and Policeman Mayer of the 
West Twentieth Street Station placed her 
unaer arrest. Before taking the girl to the 
station he called an ambulance from the 
New York Hospital, and Hawkins was sent 
to the New York Eye and Ear Infirmary, 
at Thirteenth Street and Second Avenue. 

After Miss Collins's pedigree had been 
taken ‘at the West Twentieth Street Sta- 
tion she was taken to the Charles Street 
Station, where there is a matron. She 
was placed in a cell, where she became 
hysterical, criea, and called for Hawkins. 
One of her hands had been slightly burned 
by the acid, and her skirt had many holes 
burned in it. 

A brother-in-law of the girl, who refused 
to give his name, said Miss Collins lived 
with her widowed mother. The latter had 
told him that she was worried about her 
daughter’s state of mind. She was dejected, 
she said, and melancholy, and Mrs. Col- 
lins was afraid that she would injure her- 
self. The brother-in-law said he tried to 
cheer the mother by saying that Mamie 
would soon get over her disappointment. 


THIS DOG HATES POLICEMEN. 








Beaten by One Once, He Took Revenge 
on Patrolman Peter Alwell. 
The sight of a blue coat and brass but- 
tons is enough. to drive to frenzy a big 
Newfoundland dog ‘owned by Max H. Lu- 
decke of 102 West Ninety-sixth Street, and 
employed by him to guard his vans and ex- 
press wagons as they move about the city. 
The dog has good reason for his hatred, 
according to P. Shields, driver for Mr. Lu- 


decke, who says that it was mercilessly 
beaten by a policeman two years ago. 
Part of the old score, at any rate, the 
animal paid off when Policeman Peter Al- 
well of the Church Street Station got off a 
car at Canal and Centre Streets as a furni- 
ture van on which the dog was on duty 
went by yesterday. The policeman was 
close to the end of the van, and in an in- 
stant the dog seized him by the cheek. Al- 
well had a hard time to shake the brute 
off, and when he did his face was badly 
torn. 

He then arrested Shields, who was driv- 
ing the wagon, and after having his wound 
dressed arraigned him in the Centre Street 
Court. -Magistrate Flammer declared that 
wagon watch dogs are a nuisance in the 
streets, but ruled that Alwell could not 
make a case against the dog's owner unless 
he could prove that he knew that the ani- 
al was vicious.

Home for Incurables, Third Avenue, be- 
tween One Hundred and Eighty-first and 
One Hundred and Eighty-fourth Streets, 
yesterday. Bishop Potter and Senator De- 
pew, who were among the speakers, how- 


ever, provided a compensating share of 


humor to the occasion, both indulging in 


good-natured banter that occasioned much 
laughter. 


In the Sun Room, which had been prettily 
decorated, the inmates of the home as- 
sembled for a concert. Men in wheel chairs 
and women leaning on the arms of friends 
or nurses listened to:the various. numbers 
and the .sunshine of pleasure. beamed 
through the clouds of pain habitual to their 
faces,. showing how keenly they enjoyed 
it all... A large number of persons. attended 
the exercises, and spent the interval. be- 
tween the music and 'the' speaking in, going 
through the home and visiting the patients. 

Much pleasure was expressed at the an- 
nouncement that the Home has received a 
gift of $30,000, the specific purpose of which 
was described as “the building of a new 
iron fence, a new boiler, and’a new steam 
laundry.’ Inquiry as to the name of the 
giver was met with the statement that it is 
one who previously has been kind to the in- 
stitution, but who does not wish his name 
revealed during his lifetime.

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MAN OF MANY CRIMES KILLED. 
Patrick Coyle, Parricide, and Said to be 
Guilty of Other Murders, Stabbed 


to Death in the Street. 


Patrick Coyle, a parricide, was himself 
found murdered at the side door of. the 
Hickory Café, at Ninth Avenue and Six- 
teentlr Street at 3 o’clock yesterday morn- 
ing. He had been stabbed in the throat, 
and the knife had severed the jugular vein. 
Coyle had only recently been released after 
serving a long sentence for killing his fa- 
ther, Matthew Coyle, a Grand Afmy vet- 
eran, and the police had accused him of 
many other crimes. 

The Hickory Café is conducted by Francis 
E. 
same who ran. the resort known as 
““Stevenson’s Slide,’ in Bleecker Street. 
The bone-handled knife with which Coyle 
was probably killed was found in the street 
near by. 

John Hampson of 488 West Seventeenth 
Street, who once was Alderman for the 
Fifteenth Aldermanic District, but now is 
Stevenson’s bartender, was arrested, and 
held by Coroner Bausch in $2,500 bail, but 
he was taken into custody principally as a 
witness. The neighborhood of late years 
has been the scene of a number of mys- 
terious crimes. The Peck murder happened 
near by, and it was but a few blocks away 
that the hewn body of a young woman was 
found in the street less than two years 
ago. 

Policeman Opperman of the West Twen- 
tieth Street Station came upon Coyle as he 
was breathing his last. Hampson's story 
was that Coyle came into the saloon with 
another man, about thirty years old, and 
an old man, about an hour earlier. The old 
man showed a Grand Army badge. As they 
drank they quarreled and he heard the old 
man say: “ You've played me dirty tricks 
before, but I'll hold you responsible for 
this month's rent.’’ A few minutes after 
they left the old man came back with a 
stab wound in the neck. He washed it and 
went away. 

Coyle, according to the police, had pre- 
viously shot another man and had nearly 
killed another named Comisky by cut- 
ting his face from ear to chin. His sup- 
posed murderer has not been caught. This 
is the police alarm for his apprehension: 

*‘ Arrest for murder, man sixty-five years 
old, 5 feet 9 inches tall, mixed gray hair 
and beard, welghs 145 pounds, wears dark 
clothes and derby hat, and is well-known 
in the First Ward.” 


HARVARD FRESHMAN KILLED. 


Run Over by a Fire Engine—Other Stu- 
dents Hurt—Bitter Demonstra- 
tion Follows Accident. 
CAMBRIDGE, Mass., June 11.—Hamilton 
Storrs Bigelow, a Harvard freshman of 
Buffalo, N. Y., was run over by a fire en- 
gine and instantly killed at 9 o’clock to- 
night. A fire was found by one of the 
Harvard professors among a pile of boards 
near the Harvard architectural building. 
An alarm was rung in, but before the fire- 
men responded Prof. Hollis and students 
had put out the fire. The alarm, as usual, 
caused the undergraduates to assemble, 


and as the firemen drove up there was 
much jeering. The chemical engine was 
very late, and the crowd hooted the men. 

The accident is described differently, the 
firemen claiming that the horses on the 
engine bécame excited at the howling crowd 
and dashed forward, scattering the crowd. 
The students claim that the driver, John 
Dowdis, deliberately drove his engine into 
the students, Bigelow being caught under 
the wheels. 

Other students were knocked down,, but 
only one had any injuries to speak of. As 
soon as the students realized what had 
happened they made a wild demonstration. 
But cool heads maintained control, and the 
firemen were allowed to return to their 
stations. 

Driver Dowdis is prostrated by the acci- 
dent. It cannot be determined to-night on 
whom the blame for the accident lies. The 
wheels passeu over Bigelow’s body, crush- 
ing his lower chest. President Eliot has 
asked all the students who saw the acci- 
dent to hand in information at the college 
office to-morrow morning. 

Bigelow fitted for college at Phillips Ex- 
eter Academy. He was a brilliant writer, 
being the author of several poems and class 
songs. He was also a contributor for The 
Harvard Lampoon, and was well known 
and very popular with his classmates.

Joseph M. Britton of Newark, Green Coun- 
ty, has filed suit’in the Circuit’ Court in 
Bloomington, Ahis State, against sixteen 
men, chargizg them with whitecapping 


m. 
Dr. Britton has conducted a drug store 
at Newark. About ten years. ago he had 
some difficulty with his neighbors, which 
resulted in his being placed in jail for two 
days, but he afterward was cleared of the 
charge. On the meat of Aug. 7, 1899, a 
band of men took him from his house and 
gave him a severe whipping. 

Mrs. Britton was also subjected to similar 
treatment. For weeks Mrs. Britton was 
confined to her bed, and lingered between 
life and death. She has since been an in- 
valid. Dr. Britton spent. months in hunting 
down the men 'who committed the crime. 
The suit brought against the defendants 
charges them not only with beating Dr. 
Britton and his wife, but with conspiracy 
to ruin his business and to drive him from 
the community. The druggist sues for 
$10,000 in each case. The defendants are 
with few exceptions leading citizens ‘of 
Green County.

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COMMERCIAL UNITY 
OF NORTH AND SOUTH 


Southern Industrial Association 
Meets in Philadelphia. 








Governors of Pennsylvania and Missis- 
sippi Urge Closer Relations Be- 
tween the Two Sections. 





PHILADELPHIA, June 11.—The annual 
convention of the Southern Industrial As- 
sociation was formally opened in Horticult- 
ural Hall this morning, and will continue in 
session until Friday. 

The assogiation is composed of numerous 
commercial bodies, and this year’s conven- 
tion is held with the object principally of 
giving a wider knowledge of the South’s 
resources and to discuss measures looking 
to the welding of the interests of the North 
and South. 

The convention was called to order by 
President H. H. Hargrove of the associa- 
tion, and Gov. William A. Stone of Penn- 
sylvania, in his address of welcome, said in 
part: 

“There never was but one period in our 
history when we were not glad to see the 
representatives of the South. We hope to 
make our relations more neighborly. We 
want to trade with you. We realize that 
the South is the greatest mission field for 


commerce in the world. The South pro- 
duces two-thirds of all the cotton in the 
world, and makes very little of the finished 
product. 


“If we can make steel products and tin 
plate in this city and undersell Wales, you 
can make cotton products and undersell 
England. What the South needs is not car- 
petbaggers, but carpetbags full of capital, 
We make many things you need, and you 
produce things we need. Let us sell to each 
other. We do not care who has the balance 
of trade.” 

An address of welcome in a similar strain 
was made by Mayor Samuel H. Ashbridge, 
during which he presented President Har- 
grove with the keys of the city. John H. 
Converse, President of the Baldwin Loco- 
motive Works, and Attorney John F, Lewis 
welcomed the delegates in behalf of the 


commercial organizations of the city. 

In responding to the address of welcome 
President Hargrove said of the Southern 
States: ‘‘ They contain one-fourth of the 
area of the Union, and the territory has 
practically as great an agricultural produc- 


tion as the remainder of the country com- 
bined. - ; 

‘Its capacity in raw material is almost 
beyond measurement. This section has 33 


ser cent. of the population of the United 
States. It raises all of its cotton and cot- 
tonseed and American rice, 80 per cent. of 
{ts tobacco, contains 65 per cent. of its tim- 
ber resources, 30 per cent. of its coal area, 
20 per cent. of its coal production, produces 
17% per cent. of its iron, and furnishes 80 
er cent. of the American pig iron exported, 
i the third largest cane-sugar producing 
section of the world, contains more coast 
and river frontage than all the other States, 
has 30 per cent. of railroad mileage, and af- 


tords the cheapest lumber building mate- 
rial, lands, cotton, coal, and oil and living 
in the United States.”’ = 

Gov. A. H. Longino of Misslestopl. in his 
address, said he believed that if the people 
North and South knew and understood each 
other better they would love each other 
more. 

Mayor J. W. Riggins of Waco, Texas, as- 
serted that the South had forgotten the late 
unpleasantness and was anxious to join 
hands with the North for the commercial 
benefit of both sides. 

The delegates to-night listened to ad- 

resses by ex-Secretary of the Interior 
oreee Smith of Atlanta, Ga., and Robert C. 
Ogden of Philadelphia, President of the 
Southern Educational Conference. 

Mr. Smith's subject was ‘‘ The Resources 
of the South.”’ He spoke of the vicissitudes 
through which the section had passed, and 
said it had lost more than forty years of 
rowth during the past century, the causes 
cohen slavery, war, and reconstruction. He 
detailed the commercial and industrial his- 
tory of the South, and directed attention to 
the opportunities now existing for the prof- 
{table investment of capital. 


CUBANS PREPARING TO ACT. 
Conservatives of Convention to Draw 
Up a Plan for Adopting the Platt 
Amendment, 

HAVANA, June 11.—The question of 
reconsidering the former vote on the Platt 
amendment came up for a short discussion 
this afternoon in the Cuban Constitutional 
Convention. In order not to arouse opposi- 
tion, the Conservatives took the stand that 
there was no necessity for reconsidering 
the vote, inasmuch as the form in which 
the amendment had been passed was not 
satisfactory to the United States, and could 
not be accepted by the United States as a 
part of the Constitution of Cuba. Ultimate- 


ly the convention unanimously agreed not 
to reconsider the vote. 
Senor Morau Delgado offered a substitute 


motion for the committee’s report embody- 
ing the amendment without the interpreta- 
tions. The Conservatives, however, who 


were not ready to bring the question to an 


immediate decision, asked for an adjourn- 
ment until to-morrow. They will hold a 
meeting at 9 o'clock to-morrow morning 
and draw up a programme for the after- 


noon session. 

They still hold fifteen votes, and it is said 
that several Radicals who now favor ac- 
cepting the amendment, have compromised 
by agreeing not to attend to-morrow’s ses- 
sion. 





NEW CUBAN TAXES. 


Farms Injnred in the War Escape 
Levies No Longer. 
WASHINGTON, June 11.—Acting Secre- 
tary of War Sanger has received from 
Gen. Wood a copy of the new regulations 
as to taxation in Cuba, which go into ef- 
fect on July 1. The interesting feature 
of them is that plantations destroyed in 
the war, which heretofore have almost es- 


caped taxation, are now to pay a tax on 
not more than 66 per cent. of properties 


not destroyed. 
As to urban property, the Tax Boards 


are to prepare new lists to serve as a basis 
for taxation, and until they are completeu 
the territorial tax will prevail with a de 
duction of 25 per cent. for repairs and un- 
productive periods. 


COURTS IN THE PHILIPPINES. 


Act Organizing Them Passed—Judges 
in Oath Not Required to Sup- 
port the Constitution. 


MANILA, June 11.—The act organizing 
the courts has been passed by the United 
States Philippine Commission. The Judges’ 
oath does not include supporting the Con- 
stitution of the United States. Commis- 
sioner Ide, author of the act, opposed its 
incorporation in the oath, and the other 
Commissioners did not insist that it be in- 
cluded. 

Judge Taft diplomatically explained that 
the appointment of American Judges was 
necessary in instituting the reformed sys- 
tem, end intimated that natives who criti- 
cised the appointments ought to realize 
that the commission was the best friend of 
civil government and progress, and urged 
them to assist it. He hoped the difficulties 


of holding court with the use’ of inter- 
preters would be obviated in a year. 








WASHINGTON, June 11,—In the absence 
of Secretary Root no official information 
could be obtained regarding the oath of the 
Judges in the Philippines. It is known, 
however, that officers in the civil govern- 
ment in the Philippines do not take any 
cath to support the Constitution of the 
United States. On Sept. 26 of last year 
there was promulgated in the Philippines 
en act of the Philippine Commission pro- 
viding “‘for the establishment and main- 
tenance of an efficient and honest civil 
service in the Philippine Islands.’’ This act 

ovided that all or for admission 
. the civil service should take the follow- 
ing oath, and no other cath is provided for 


in the act:

VOLUNTEER CONFESSES TO BRIBERY 


Surgeon Welch Tells of Irregularities 
in the Island of Leyte. 


MANILA, June 11.—In the trials to-day of 
officers of the Forty-third Regiment pa 
charges of bribery and permitting trade 
with the closed ports of the southern part 
of the Island of Leyte, Surgeon Dudley 
Welch confessed and made damaging state- 
ments against Capt. Michael Spellman and 
Lieut. Delbert R. Jones. Welch refunded 
1,000 pesos of his share of the spoils. 

The Presidente of Maasin, (Leyte,) has 
been arrested, charged with being impli- 
cated in the transactions. Agents of Ma+ 
nila firms also appear to have been con- 
nected with the acts on which the charges 
against the prisoners are based. 





Capt. Spellman was well known in this 
city as a National Guard officer. He en- 
listed as a private in Company G, Twenty- 
second Regiment, National Guard of the 
State of New York, on Jan. 17, 1888. He 
was promoted to be Sergeant in 1891, and 
two years lattr he left the Twenty-secona 
to be First Lieutenant of Company I, Six- 
ty-ninth Regiment. In July, 1895, he was 
elected Captain of Company G and was 
chosen second senior Major of the regiment 
on July 23, 1896. He served with that rank 
while his regiment was in the service of 
the United States during the Spanish-Amer- 
ican war. 

Later Major Spellman applied for a com- 
mission in one of the volunteer regiments 
then recruiting and was successful, obtain- 
ing a commission as Captain. He served 
with his regiment during the Spanish- 
American war. 


TAX ON SULU PEARL FISHERIES. 


War Department Is Considering Ob- 
jections of Forcigners. 


WASHINGTON, June 11.—An issue has 
been presented to the War Depa ent 
growing out of the exaction by the Sultan 
of Jolo of a tax upon pearl fishers in the 
waters of the Southern Archipelago. These 
taxes are small compared with the value of 
the fisheries, and have been laid by the 
Sultan for many years past. Up to this 
time they have never been questioned, 
but now certain foreign corporationgwhich 
have brought to the pearl fisheries im- 
proved apparatus and methods claim that 
they are exempt from this sort of taxation 
under the treaty of 1885 between Spain on 
the one side and England, Germany, and 
France on the other, whereby Spain guar- 
anteed to the other powers the freedom of 
the fisheries in these waters. ss 

The question was referred to the War 
Department by Major $weet, one of the 
senior officers in the southern islands, and 
is now awaiting a decision. 


SANTIAGO HERO HURT. 





One of Hobson’s Men Injured While the 


Oregon Is Docked. 
HONOLULU, June 5.—The battleship 
Oregon arrived here May 30, bound from 


the Orient to San Francisco. 

As she was dropping ‘her anchor off port 
the chain broke, seriously injuring Chief 
Boatswain J.-E, Murphy, one of the men 
who helped Hobson sink the Merrimac at 
Santiago. One leg was broken and Murphy 
was dashed against some machinery, re- 
ceiving a dangerous gash on the head. 


LAST YEAR’S COAL OUTPUT. 


The United States Beat Its Own Record 
and Eclipted All the Other 
Countries of the World. 


WASHINGTON, June 11.—Official reports 
show that the year 1900 closed the century 
with the largest coal production ever re- 
corded in the United States, and continued 
the supremacy of the United States among 
the coal-producing countries of the world. 
Practically complete returns sent to Ed- 
ward W. Parker, statistician of the United 
States Geological Survey, show the total 
cutput of coal in 1900 to have been 267,- 
542,444 short tons, an increase over the 
preceding year of 13,802,452 tons, or a lit- 
tle more than 5 per cent. 

The value of this product was $297,920,- 
000, an increase of 16 per cent. over 1899. 
Coal producers felt a much greater benefit 
from the improved trade conditions in 1900 
than in either 1898 or 1890. Coal contracts 
are usually made a long time ahead, some- 
times more than a year, and much coal 
was delivered in 1899 at less than it cost 
tu produce it, the price of labor having ad- 
vanced before the operators could advance 
the price of coal. The value of the coal 
product in 1900 was equal to nearly one- 
third of the value of the total mineral 
product ot the United States in 1899. 

Maryiand, Oregon, and Idaho were the 
only States whose coal product in 1900 
was less than that of 1809. Owing to the 
strike in the anthracite region of rennsyl- 
vania in the Autumn of 1900, the production 
of anthracite coal decreased about 3,000,000 
long tons, ‘the product in 1900 being 50,038, - 
oar long tons, against 53,044,647 long tons 
in 1899. 

This decrease was more than made up 
for by an increase of nearly 5,500,000 short 
tons, (about 4,900,000 long tons,) in the out- 
put of bituminous coal in the State. The de- 
crease in Maryland amounted to 782,708 
short tons, or over 15 per cent., and in Ore- 
gon to 881-3 per cent., of the product in 
Lsv0. 

West Virginia showed the largest in- 
crease in tonnage, exceeding 20,000,000 tons 
for the first time. The next largest gain 
was an increase of 2,605,188 short tons in 
Ohio. The net gain in Pennsylvania 
amounted to 2,150,000 short tons. Alabama 
gained 800,000 tons, or 11 per cent. The 
most notable comparative gains were made 
in Arkansas, the Indian Territory, Michi- 
gan, and Utah. Kansas increased her pro- 
auction 600,000 tons, or 16 per cent., and 
Kentucky 575,000 tons, or 12 per cent.

ARTILLERY AT PRAGTICE 
Good Shooting Done Over a 3,000- 
Yard Range at Camp Townsend. 








Eighth Regiment to Return with Regret 
from Its Raid Into the Country 
of the Enemy. 





Special to The New York Times. 


CAMP TOWNSEND, Peekskill, June 11.— 
To-day, for the first itme in the history 
of the National Guard, or, at any rate, 
within the memory of living man, there 
was an artillery practice on a range 
more than a thousand yards at the 
State’s expense. With guns efficient at 
seven miles, as those of the First Battery 
are, a thousand-yard range, which the 
State has several times provided, is very 
much like an armory range for a rifle. 
In’ the past some of the batteries have 
shot over ranges at the seaside, where 
the distance of the target has conformed 


more to the range of the gun, but the ex- 
pepee was borne by the battéries prac- 
ticing. 

The annual contests for the Flanagan 
trophy between the First and Second Bat- 
teries of New York City and the Sixth 
of Binghamton, “instituted some years 
ago, led to the establishment of a range 
up the north yalley at Camp Townsend, 
which has been lengthened gradually, until 
it now reaches three thousand yards. 

The regulations of the United States 
Army were adopted, providing that only 
gunners who qualified at a preliminary ex- 
amination should sight the pieces, and on 
Sunday last twenty candidates presented 
themselves to Col. N. B. Thurston, In- 
spector of Small Arms Practice, National 
Guard; Capt. Palmer, Seventh Regiment, 
and Lieut. Hathaway, First Battery, tor 
examination preparatory to the first target 
practice to-day. Of this twenty fifteen 
qualified as gunners, as follows: ‘Sergt. 
Raphael B. Stiner, Sergt. Francis J. Con- 
nell, Corps. Herman W. Maack, George 
F. Hedenberg, Joseph H. Hatch, George 
H. Bloomer, and William E. Schultze, 
Lance Corps. Altred O. Mathesius and 
Charles B. Striebel, and privates Red- 
diger, Gluskey, Finnegan, Dorr, elzner, 
and Muller. From these the guns were 
mounted to-day, under command of Lieut. 


Hathaway, and under Col. Thurston's 
supervision the first real practice was 
begun. 


Kach battery is allowed fifty shrapnel 
and thirty shell in this practice, and the 
First used up less than half the number 
between. 2 and 5 o'clock this afternoon. 
The target was on the side of a mountain, 
where every shot would be banked and not 
get away, even though it flew high above 
the mark. But the shooting was _ excel- 
lent, several shells going right through 
the target, while others, though not on the 
target at all, would have been effective 
against an enemy. 

Outside of the shooting this afternoon 
the battery has had only routine work with 
its prescribed drills and camp duty, but it 
is maintaining a peaceful camp, and the in- 
fantry, when it returns to-morrow, will 
find everything in its accustomed place. 

At Camp Roe, Lake Mohegan, the Eighth 
Regiment is enjoying all the novelty of 
living in the field and doing its own cook- 
ing. ‘*‘My wife never gives me better @f- 
fee at home tham I got at my company’s 
kitchen this noon,’’ said one of the Captains 
to-day in speaking of the regiment's cul- 
inary department. Capt. T. S. Lyon, regi- 
mental Commissary, is winning more 
laurels for himself in the way he provides 
commissary aS gre Already the officers 
swear he is the best Commissary in the 
National Guard. 

The Bighth have had the same drills at 
Camp Roe that they would have had at 
Camp Townsend. They will break camp 
there to-morrow and return to Camp Town- 
send. Nearly every one regrets it in the 
command, for the life at the lake is much 
enjoyed. The health of their camp is ex- 
cellent, but Quartermaster Sergeant T. H. 
8. Riley of Company E is quite ill with 
malarial fever. 


Improvement Yesterday Less Marked 
Because of the Heat—Patient 
Gaining Slowly. 
WASHINGTON, June 11.—Mrs. McKin- 
ley’s improvement to-day was less marked 
than it has been of late, though at a late 
hour to-night it was stated that, on the 
whole, taking the day and night through, 


she had a little more than held her own. 
The weather bere to-day was very warm, 
and to this, it ls thought, may be attributed 
the check on her recovery. To-night she 
was asleep and resting very easily. 

Washington has been sweltering under 
a hot wave to-day and it had its effect on 
the White House patient. She sat’up only 
a short time, and then onby in bed, propped 
“Pp on pillows, whereas yesterday she. was 
able to sit up in a rolling chair near the 
bed. Still, notwithstanding this, it is 
stated that her condition to-night shows a 
bare improvement. At a late hour to-night 
she was sleeping quietly and comfortably. 

The greatest apprehension now felt is 
with reference to the inflammation of the 
membraneous lining of the heart, but it is 
asserted positively that this is yielding 
slowly to treatment, as is the case with the 
complaint associated with it. Except for 
the nurses, Mrs. McKinley sees no one but 
the President and Miss Barber, her niece. 
The President saw no callers this evening. 

Dr. Rixey, when he left the White House 
shortly after 10:30 o’clock to-night, after a 
visit of an hour and a half at Mrs. McKin- 
ley’s bedside, said:

STAGE ROUTE EXTENSIONS. 


Controller Coler Says the Privileges 
Granted Under the Charter 
Are Wholly Wrong. 
Controller Coler and President Henry 
Sanderson of the New York Electric Vehi- 
cle Transportation Company both had 
something to say yesterday regarding the 
clause in the new charter giving the own- 
ers of the Fifth Avenue stage line the right 


to run vehicles in the Borough of Man- 
hattan. Power has been conterred upon 
the company, by Section 1,461 of the char- 
ter, to extend its routes without the pay- 
ment of a dollar into the Treasury. 

“It's wrong, very wrong,’ the Control- 
ler said. ‘‘ I was opposed to it; 1 went be- 
fore the Governor in regard to the mat- 
ter. It is a ‘joker,’ and should be re- 
pealed. There are many such in the new 
charter.”’ 

The line passed into the hands of the 
New York Electric Vehicle Company in 
May, 1899. This company was organized 
by William C, Whitney. 

The new company could make no exten- 
sions without purchasing a franchise fro 
the city. Soon after the Legislature Of 
1900 convened, however, Senator Goodsell 
introduced a Dill providing that a corpora- 
tion owning a stage route continuousl ep- 
erated for five years in any city of the 


first class be empowered to extend its 
existing routes and operate its vehicles 
by electricity or other motive power, with 


the approval of the State Railroad Com- 
mission. Such a corporation was authorized 
to charge 10 cents for a continuous ride. 
Ex-Mayor Hugh J. Grant, Controller Coler, 
and Seth Low sent protests to Gov. Roose- 
velt against this bill. It was passed. 
,Henry Sanderson said in regard to the 
Matter yesterday: 

“The matter of opening up greater stage 
facilities was thought of at the time when 
the public was so exercised about the four 
tracks on Amsterdam Avenue. After Sen- 
ator Goodsell had introduced his bill pub- 
lic hearings were had upon the question of 
the extension of the lines. 

“They were held at the Fifth Avenue Ho- 
tel, and everybody who attended saw a 
great benefit. In our proposed plans we are 
to pay 5 per cent. of our income for the 

rivilege which has been granted us. To 
be sure we could not get a million-dollar 
investment if it were not clear that we had 
some privileges.

Removal of the Large Boathouse 
from the Hudson. 








CREWS AT A DISADVANTAGE 





Present Site of Edwin Gould’s Gift to 
the University interferes with 
Early Rowing Practice. 


Columbia University rowing authorities 
are seriously considering the feasibility of 
removing the big university boathouse from 
its present location on the Hudson, at the 
foot of West One Hundred and Sixteenth 
Street, to a location on the east bank of the 
Harlem River, above the Central Bridge. 
The removal of a building of such size and 
value would be a costly and delicate oper- 
ation, yet it is perfectly feasible from an 
engineering point of view, and seems the 


only solution of the difficult problem which | 


now cohfronts the Columbia management. 

The present boathouse was presented to 
the university in 1896 by Edwin Gould, 
fully equipped, and cost, with its approach 
and landing, $20,000. It is an imposing 
structure, three stories in height, of Coloni- 
al design, and with an imposing portico 
whose massive pillars extend through the 
entire height of the first two stories. It 
is built in the shape of a T, being 60 
feet in width and for a depth of 40 feet 
and then extending 50 feet further with a 
width of 50 feet, making a total depth of 
90 feet. The piazza and balcony are 12 feet 
in width. 

The first flcor contains two long boat- 
rooms, 25 by 70, and the carpenter’s shop 
and boiler room. The second floor is en- 
tirely devoted to the locker rooms, four in 


number, and the third floor to storage. 
There are stairways in both the front and 
the back of the house, and an iron bridge 
over the railway tracks connects it with 
Riverside Park. 

But although the new house is a very 
attractive building from an architectural 
point of view, and presents a very fine ap- 
pearance to the pasengers on the river craft 
and the scattered dwellers on the opposite 
New Jersey shore, and though it has locker 
room for half a thousand and fine boats in 
plenty, it has not proved as useful as it is 
ornamental, and for practical purposes it 
is in its present location an acknowledged 
failure. 

The brilliant undergraduate minds which 
determined its location upon the Hudson 
overleoked the fact that something besides 
a boathouse and boats is essential for row- 
ing. especially in frail scientific shells, and 
that is smooth water, which is not to be 
had upon the Hudson River in the vicinity 
of New York, excepting in the Summer 
months and not always then. And even 
when the water is smocth it is seldom that 
a long stretch of several miles can be rowed 
withcut one or more stops to avoid damage 
fiem the long, rolling swells from passing 
steamers. 

In consequence, every year since the 
house on the Harlem was sold the Colum- 
bia crews have been obliged to ask the hos- 

itality of one or more of the Harlem 

iver rowing clubs for the first two months 
of practice in the Spring and to row on the 
Harlem during that time under great disad- 
vantage. None of the Harlem River boat- 
houses has sufficient boat or locker room 
to accommodate the entire squad, and all 
the boats, and in consequence both men 
and boats have had to be divided among 
several of the clubs, which, of course, has 
resulted in much confusion and discomfort. 

Frequently after the crews have left the 
Harlem and have returned to the Hudson 


for practice the state of the latter river 
has been such as to compel a return to the 
Harlem yr the omission of the practice, 


and in efther event valuable time has been 
lost and the value of the practice im- 
paired. 

Moreover, the frequent transfer of the 
boats from one river to the other has 
necessarily resulted in serious damage at 
times, while the cost of the boats ruined or 
damaged on the Hudson as a consequence 
of the rough water or the swells from pass- 
ing boats, as Coach Hanlan remarked a 
few days ago, would in one year be suffi- 
cient to pay the cost of the removal of 
the boathouse from its present site to the 
Harlem. 

Previous to the removal of the university 
from its old site, at Madison Avenue and 
Forty-ninth Street, in 1897, the Columbia 
Oarsmen possessed a commodious and hand- 
some boathouse on the Harlem River, at 
the foot of West One Hundred and Forty- 
third Street. It was a large and weil- 

lanned structure, by far the best and 

andsomest of all the Harlem River boat- 

houses, and the:college crews were able 
to begin practice as early as any on the 
river. 

But after the gift of the new boathouse 
had been made it was assumed that the old

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RACES WERE HARD FOUGHT 


Head and Neck Finishes in Order 
at the Gravesend Track. 


FRANCESCO WON THE STAKES 


Julius Fleischmann’s Colt, Heavily 
Backed, Was the One Easy Vic- 


tor of the Afternoon. 














As tokens of confidence in the weather, 
straw hats were conspicuously numerous at 
the Gravesend race track yesterday, even 
the often discouraged regular patrons be- 
ing willing to admit that Summer had at 
last arrived. The spectators had a thor- 
oughly satisfactory afternoon of it, for in 
five of the six events on the card the 


horses fought out to the winning post. for 
the honors of vietory, and the majority of 
the races were won by heads and necks, 
while the betting element had all the doubt 
that could be wished for, in that the win- 
ners were not winners. until the last strides 
had been made. 

The only race on the card that did not 
produce a close finish was the single stake 
event on the programme, the Hanover, for 
two-year-olds, with selling allowances, over 
the five furlongs course, in which ten of the 
thirteen colts and fillies named to run an- 
Swered the call to the post. The Fleisch- 
mann bred and owned colt Francesco, the 
best backed and post favorite, with Oom 
Paul the second choice, and Madden Lao- 
dice the next in favor. The bulk of the 
money, however, went on Francesco, in 
spite of the fact that in his only public 
appearance before he had raced with and 
beaten a very moderate lot of rather poor 
class two-year-olds. Francesco justified 
the confidence placed in him by getting 
away fairly well and racing second to the 
outsider, The Dancer, into the stretch, 
where the favorite went on and, easily slip- 
ping away from his rield, won about as he 
pleased by three lengths. 

In the opening event Par~ Excellence, 
from the Pepper Stable, won the first race 
that the Kentucky establishment has won 
at the meeting, by leading all the way and 
lasting in front long enough to catch the 
judges’ eye, a scant length before Rossig- 
nol, who .closed from back in the crowd. 
The Regent, off in front in the second 
event, raced all the way with Alfonso, the 
two running head and head for the Li beogeed 
part of a mile. The Regent, hard ridden at 
the end, won by a little better than a nose, 
with Alfonso still second. 

In the fifth race Alard and Latson start- 
ed equal choices and both ran prominently 
through the race, but Gertrude Elliott com- 
ing with a rush in the stretch, got up in 
the last few jumps and ‘won by a head 
after Sailor King made the running for 
neorty, a mile of the distance.

JEAN BERAUD IS HOME AGAIN. 


W. C. Whitney’s Great Race Horse 
Brought Back from England. 
There appeared at the Sheepshead Bay 
race track yesterday morning a sturdy 
pony-built race horse who galloped under 


the direction of John E. Madden with one 
of the Madden stable boys on his back, and 
who, though he did not gallop fast enough 
to attract any particular attention, still 
commanded notice by the style in which ne 
moved. There were few horsemen on \the 
training ground who did not observe some- 
thing familiar about the horse, and the 


remark was made many times that the 
supposed Madden horse looked very much 
like the famous Jean Beraud, the best two- 
year-old of 1898 and one of the best three- 
ear-olds of the next season. Everybody 
new that Jean Beraud had been sent to 
England, and orf the supposition that he 
was there still the new-comer at the 
Sheepshead Bay course remained uniden- 
tified until Madden in person stated that 
the horse was no other than Jean Beraud. 
Unannounced the horse had been shipped 
from England to the United States on the 
steamship Minneapolis more than a week 
ago and had been landed in New York early 
on Monday morning, and from the landing 
rier taken at once to. Madden's stable at 
Eecpstioad Bay. He is still the property of 
William C. Whitney, and willbe trained 
and raced in Mr. Whitney's name. From 
the statement of Madden there is no doubt 
that the horse, now a five-year-old, will 
train on, and as he seems to have all the 
wonderful speed that he had when he was 
a two-year-old, it is expected by his owner 
that he will have an important part in 
making results for the present season. No 
explanation of Mr. Whitney's reasons for 
having the horse brought back to the 
United States was offered, but as Jean Be- 
raud raced but little in England it is 
thought that the climate did not suit him 
and that his owner so determined to have 
him brought back to America. Jean Be- 
raud has no stake engagements in this 
country, but as he is perfectly sound it was 
decided to train him anyhow and race him 
until the time when Mr. Whitney decides 
to retire him to the stud *on* his. Kentucky 
breeding farm.

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CUTTER ISOLDE SET ASHORE. 


Yacht Which Cost Baron von Zedtwitz 


His Life Lifted from Manitou’s 


Deck Yesterday. 

Shrouded with dingy tarpaulins, that al- 
most conceal her lines from the inquisitive, 
Isolde, Daniel Bacon's imported yacht, Iles 
in her stocks at the foot of West Houston 
Street. After more than six years’ ab- 
sence from her native land she is home 
again for keeps, and in.a few days’ time 
will be taken to one of the yards, where 
her fin keel will be attached, anu after a 
general overhauling, Mr. Bacon will put 
her in commission under the flag of the 
Seawanhaka-Corinthian Yacht Club, and 
sail her in all the races open to her class. 
It will take about two weeks’ time to refit 
her. 

Early yesterday morning one of the 
wrecking company’s boats went alongside 
the steamer Manitou, upon whose deck 
Isolde was brought over, and in a short 
time had the yacht high and dry on the 


street. Isolde lay on -Manitou’s deck 
blocked up in an immense crate, in which 
she made the voyage. 

Isolde, which was recently purchased by 
Mr. Bacon from the Baroness von Zedtwitz, 
was built by the Herreshoffs, at Bristol, in 
1895, for Prince Leopold of Belgium, who 
afterward sold her to Baron von Zedtwitz, 


at that time a close friend of Emperor 
William of Germany. 

By a strange coincidence, Emperor Will- 
iam was the indirect cause of his friend’s 
death, by his 236-ton yacht Meteor collid- 
ing with'Isolde in the second day’s racing 
of the Royal Albert Regatta at Southsea, 
England, on Aug. 18, 1893. 

In the race that day were the large boats 
Ailsa, the Prince of Wales’s Britannia, 
Meteor, and Satanita, and in the smaller 
class were the Saint, Howard Gould's. Ni- 
agara, Samphire, Audrey, Penitent, and 
Isolde, with Baron von Zedtwitz on board. 
The course was twenty-three miles in 
length, which the large yachts were to cov- 
er twice and Isolde’s class once. 

When the big yachts had finished the 
first round and were starting on the second, 
suddenly the boats of both classes became 
jammed together. The Isolde, which was 
sandwiched in between the Britannia and 
Meteor, received a severe blow from_ the 
German Emperor's vessel. The mast of the 
small rater snapped in two, and fell over- 
board, and the shock was such that the 
Isolde careened. As the yacht did so, all 
on board were spilled into the sea. 

\Wwuten the Meteor which is a steel-built 
craft, collided with the Isolde, blocks and 
fragments of the broken mast were sent in 
ail directions. One of the blocks struck 
Baron von Zedtwitz on the head before he 
went overboard with his crew by the ca- 
reening of his cutter. 

As soon as the collision took place, the 
other yachts stopped and put out boats to 
save the struggling men. The Baron was 
unconscious when taken from the water, on 
account of the injury to his head. rife was 
taken by steam yacht to the clubhouse at 
Ryde, where he died in a few hours. The 
damaged isolde was taken back to port in 
tow. 

Capt. Gomes, the skipper of the Meteor, 
explained that the collision was caused by 
the Britannia failing to make way for the 
Meteor to pass the Isolde. When it be- 
came known that the owner of the Isolde 
had lost his life in the collisign the other 
races of the Royal Albert regatta were 
abandoned, and the yachthouses at Spit- 
head and Ryde were draped in mourning. 

Since the accident Isolde has been laid up 
at Southampton, and recently the Baroness 
thought of putting her into commission 
once more. So the boat was thoroughly 
overhauled, a new suit of sails ordered from 
Ratsey, who supplied Shamrcck II., and in 
aH a considerable sum of money was ex- 
rended on the craft. Then as the time 
drew near to use the craft. old associations 
proved too strong for the Baroness, and the 
yacht was offered for sale, and bought by 
Mr. Bacon's agent. 





Lawson’s Boat Does Not Seem as Lively 
as Constitution in Small Breeze. 


BOSTON, June 11.—The sail trial of the 
Independence in the bay to-day was held 
under light weather conditions, beginning 
with a drift, during which the yacht made 
fair headway and closing with a fine beat 
to windward in a twelve-knot breeze that 
sent the big yacht tearing along with the 
water over lee rail and every sail pulling 
like a steam engine. The sails, barring 
the jib, fitted better than ever, the main- 


sail being very near perfection, while the 
the gafftopsail held the wind all the time. 
The leach of the jib was a trifle loose, but 
this will be remedied by leading it further 
down. The yacht will go out again to-mor- 
row, principally to try one of the smaller 
clubtopsails, but on Thursday she will be 
dry docked at the navy yard to change 
rudders, the balance rudder having been 
found unsatisfactory. 

Very little breeze was found tn the lower 
bay when the yacht came down the harbor 
a little before noon. To those who had 
seen the Constitution under similar con- 
ditions, it seemed as if the Independence 
did not have ouite as much life as the 
Bristol boat, although she moved well and 
got all there was out of the breeze. 


BREAKING UP DEFENDER. 


The Old Cup Yacht Being Dismantled at 
City Island. 
Special to The New York Times. 


CITY ISLAND, N. Y., June 11.—The 
fate of the old cup yacht Defender is 
now sealed, and in a few weeks the once 
valuable racing craft will be a mass of 
scrap aluminium and Tobin bronze. At 
present the inside fittings are being taken 
out, and in a fgw days the deck will 
be taken off, leaving the mammoth shell, 
which will be cut in pieces suitable for 
shipment to Mendel, Samuels & Co. of 
Newark, N. J. Last Winter negotiations 
were closed for the purchase of the De- 
fender, and after being sold it was hoped 
that. she could be put into shape to act 
as a trial vacht against the Independence, 
but upon close examination of the hull it 
was found the necessary expenditure for 
repairs would not repay the owners for 
their trouble, and it was decided to break 
her up. The Defender being a composite 
boat, consisting of aluminium above and 
Tobin bronze below the water line, the 
chemical action due to the salt water and 
atmosphere at the,joining of the metals 
has caused a bad détay. 

The schooner yacht Amorita has been 
aaue out on the railway at the Jacob 
yard. 

The new sixty-foot steam yacht designed 
by Messrs. Cary, Smith & Barbey has been 
hauled from ‘the sheds at the Jacob yard, and 
in- the course of a few days will be ready 
for launching. In shape the yacht re- 
sembles the swift tenders of the seventy- 
footers, and her speed it is expected will 
be about fifteen knots. 

The schooner yacht Oonas, reported yes- 
terday as opponent to Amorita, was an 
error. The name should have been Elmina, 
which is in the harbor, in charge of Capt. 
Bennis, former sailing master of the Amo- 
rita. 





P. T. DODGE’S EELIN ARRIVES, 


Captain Says Yacht Might Have Car- 
ried Her Racing Canvas. 


Philip T. Dodge’s English cutter Belin, 
which left Southampton on April 18 for this 
side, arrived in first-class order yesterday 
afternoon at the Greenport Basin and Con- 
struction Company’s at Greenport, L. IL, 
where she will prepare for commission. 

Capt. Cofimie reported a glorious trip 
across the Atlantic, and said if she had 
been under her regular rig, racing canvas 


might have been carried throughout the 
long journey. The Captain enjoyed him- 
self thoroughly until the yacht was almost 
home, when the wind dropping quite out, 
he had a drifting finish from Gardiner’s 
Bay to Greenport, in which it took twenty 
hours to cover the remaining twenty miles.

The Constitution will: be hauled on the 
ways at high tide to-morrow afternoon to 
have her underbody cleaned preparatory to 
the races. It was intended to haul her out 
this afternoon, but some delay arose, and 
then the tide had served. After the Con- 
stitution is put overboard, the Columbia 
will be hauled out for a cleaning. 


BIG YAWLS TO RACE JUNE 20. 


Vigilant, Ailsa, Navahoe Will Be Ready 
to Sail in the Annual Regatta

A race which yachtsmen will watch with 
interest will be that of the big ninety-foot 
yawls Vigilant, Ailsa, and Navahoe in the 
New York Yacht Club’s annual regatta on 
Thursday, June 20.

Mr. Chubb said yesterday that his old 
cup defender, Vigilant, had finished her 
change to the yawl rig at the Greenport 
Construction Company, and will sail down 
the Sound to-day, stretching her new suit 
of Ratzey sails, to get her centre board at 
the Morse Iron Works. He expects to be 
in readiness for the New York Yacht Club’s 
first event. 

He also said that Ailsa, which has been 
refitting after her trip across the Atlantic 
at the same yards, is about ready to race 
and will go into commission on Saturday. 
She will then leave for Newport, and after 
a few days at that port come back down 
the Sound to prepare. for the race. Capt. 
Skeats, who sailed the Bona last season 
abroad, will command the Ailsa here. 

Work is well along on Royal Phelps Car- 
roll’s Navahoe at City Island. The steel 
mast of the old Defender has been stepped 
in her, and if nothing unexpected happens 
in the meantime, Navahoe will be ready for 
the fray. This will be the first big yawl 
race in many years, and a special interest

THE PRESIDENT’S STATEMEN a 


The President has no reason to be un- 
grateful to Gen. GRosvVENOR. It was 
Gen. GROsVENOR who referred to the tra- 
dition against a third canvass for the 
Presidency of the United States as an 
outworn superstition and ventured to 
predict that Mr. McKINLEY would be 
re-elected in spite of it. It may be sup- 
posed that this deliverance irritated the 
President. The fact that it proceeded 
from a Republican member of Congress 
from his own State, who was supposed 
to be familiar with his opinions and has 
often been supposed to reflect his views, 
inclined many persons to believe, who 
otherwise would not have believed, that 
the President had set off a “trial bal- 
loon.”’ 

But these very facts warranted him in 
making a public statement which other- 
wise could not have been made with dig- 
nity. Both as a patriot and as a poli- 
ticilan, Mr. McKINLEY is bound not to 
let the notion get abroad that he has any 
remaining personal ambitions. As he 
himself says: “There are now ques- 
tions of the gravest importance before 
the Administration and the country, and 
their just consideration should not be 
prejudiced in the public mind by even 
the suspicion of the thought of a third 
term.” And then he proceeds absolutely 
and unquestionably to disqualify himself 
as a candidate in language which nobody 
can pretend to misunderstand, or to 
take as having been used with a mental 
reservation. “I would ‘not accept a 
nomination for it if it were tendered to 
me.” 

Gen. SHERMAN supplied what may be 
called the classical formula for men who 
really did not want to be Presidents. “I 
would not run if nominated, and I would 
not serve if elected.” That is perhaps 
more emphatic than Mr. McKINLEY’s 
language, but it is no more explicit. 
; Nobody ever “mentioned” the General 
o for the Presidency after his disclaimer. 
It is safe to say that nobody will men- 
tion the President for it after his. Such 
*% @ mention would be simply an insult. 











. THE CHIEF DANGER. 


From an observation of reform move- 
ments in this city extending over many 
years we deduce and firmly hold the con- 
clusion that the chief danger that threat- 
ens them is imbecility. Through other 
perils they have often passed safely— 
that one is always fatal. 

We refer to this conclusion now with 
an inward feeling of joy and hope, be- 
cause while the movement against Tam- 
many domination has traveled along a 
steep and rocky way, by no means with- 
out pitfalls, which have become pretty 
numerous of late, imbecility has not yet 
showed its head. We are confident that 
it will not. There are wide differences 
of opinion, and some of the opinions 
seem, merely seem, to lack the basis of 
3 intelligence. In reality we suppose they 
are of great wisdom, as yet unrevealed. 
“a ‘When a man denounces the ideas of an- 
other man we must in fairness assume 
that when he proclaims his own we shall 
see at once that he is right and wholly 
sagacious. 
ron The disapproving judgments passed 
within and without the Committee of 
Fifteen upon the work of Justice Jzeromz.

these critics are mistaken until we hear 
what their own plans are. Justice Jz- 
ROME has done something—that is incon- 
testable. He has demonstrated that

I don’t like Justice JmRoME’s methods. 
I have too much respect for the’ robe. I 
think Justice JEROME would do his part if 
he would go to the police. It has been 
more like a farce than anything else, and 
Justice JeRoMB has been the principai 
actor, and has got the principal enjoyment 
out of it. He is an honest man, no doubt, 
but I don’t like his pan. I don’t believe 
the police are so evil. I cannot imagine 
that the police would openly protect such 
violations of the law. 


Wisdom was never more confusingly 
presented in the garb of nonsense—if this 
be wisdom. The character and aims of 
Justice JERoME’s work are altogether 
misconceived, the extent and danger of 
the gambling evil are minimized in terms 
that might be construed as a defense, 
and a belief is expressed in the purity of 
the police that simply flies in the face of 
accumulated and convincing evidence. 
Mr. CRIMMINS has not said what he 
meant or he has not said all that he 
meant to say. As an enemy of Tammany 
he cannot have intended to put himself 
in the position of pointing out that the 
reform movement against Tammany has 
no justification. 

The position of the Committee of Fif- 
teen toward the work in which Justice 
JEROME has been so active and effectual 
has not yet been stated with sufficient 
franknes8s to permit conclusions tobe 
drawn. It must be said, however, that 
after asking and encouraging him to be- 
gin and do this work, after furnishing 
funds for carrying it on, if the commit- 
tee now has it in mind to disown his 
methods and his raids, and to withdraw 
its financial support from this deter- 
mined and successful campaign for the 
proof of the corrupt alliance between the 
police and the lawbreakers, it is on the 
verge of a blunder that will shake pub- 
lic confidence in the wisdom of its direc- 
tion and the usefulness of its labors. 

Every gambler will rejoice and every 
Tammany blackmailer will delight in re- 
newed prosperity if the work under- 
taken with the aid and guidance of Mr. 
JEROME is now halted or hampered. He 
declares that with an additional expen- 
diture of $10,000 the results already at- 
tained could be “held in hand.” Of 
course there will be an instant and com- 
plete backsliding if that branch of the 
work is abandoned and the gamblers are 
informed that they will suffer no further 
molestation, 

The announcement that the Commit- 
tee of Fifteen will take advantage of the 
new tenement house law to begin the at- 
tempt to drive the vicious women out of 
the tenements is welcome.

THE RETIREMENT OF MR. KING. 
The retirement of Mr. WiLuiaAm F. 


Kine from the Presidency of the Mer- 
chants’ Association is a fitting occasion 
to recognize the great service which he 
has rendered to this community. 


It may be said with no disrespect to 


the older organizations of business men 
in New York that none has had a more 


honorable and useful career than the 
Merchants’ Association during the’ brief 
time since its formation, and it may also 
be said, with no disrespect to his co- 
workers, that no one has contributed so 
much to this result as Mr. KING. The 
original object of the association was to 
unite the energies of the members of the 
class it represented in promoting their 
common interests. Its varied efforts in 
this direction were marked by foresight 
and sagacity, and their success is well 
established. It has done much in four 
years to awaken a spirit of co-operation 
and mutual understanding among the 
merchants of New York, to secure for 
them advantages to which union was 
necessary, and to develop among them a 
public sentiment such as smaller cities 
had previously shown in far greater 
measure. 

Had the work of the association been 
confined to this object it would have 
been of signal benefit. But other objects 
were added without neglect of this. The 
association has from time to time under- 
taken to secure the application to public 
business of the sound principles and 
methods of private business. The most 
conspicuous instance of its activity and 
success in this direction was the exposure 
and defeat of the Ramapo scheme, Un- 
questionably that achievement was due 
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to the association. The Controller was 
active and intelligent in his aid. The 
press without exception was on the right 
side. But the Merchants’ Association 
supplied the accurate and authoritative 
information needed, supplied it to an ex- 
tent and in a form that carried convic- 
tion to the public mind. For this purpose 
it employed experts and counsel of high 
reputation. In addition it organized and 
directed the influence of its members 
and brought it to bear on the Legislature. 
The result we all know. 

In this task and many others of cog- 
nate nature Mr. Kine spent freely of his 
time and strength and money. It was a 
noble example of a very valuable and not 
too common form of civic yirtue and effi- 
ciency. The community owes him a debt 
of appreciation and gratitude. It will 
learn with regret that his retirement is 
caused by the condition of his health and 
will heartily wish him speedy and com- 
plete restoration of bodily vigor and the 
enjoyment of the relative leisure which 
he has so richly earned. He has proved 
that he feels himself, in the best sense 
of the term, a citizen of no mean city, 
ready and able to meet the broadest obli- 
gations of citizenship. 








“THE LAW’S DELAY.” 


The number and earnestness of the 
complaints we have received since a re- 
cent article upon “The Law’s Delay” 
show at least the depth and extent of 
the public interest in the subject. There 
is, it seems, a widespread belief that the 
manner in which justice is administered 
according to law constitutes a public 
grievance. Especially it is the delay 
which constitutes a grievance. One 
of the few epigrammatic sentences 
of Mr. GLADSTONE was that “ justice de- 
layed is justice denied.” And few read- 
ers, we suppose, can have forgotten the 
pathetic complaint of Gen. Mouinev# 
concerning the delay in the treatment of 
his son’s case. And this case is also re- 
ferred to by one of our correspondents 
as a conspicuous example of the public 
grievance. 

Doubtless the present posture of-that 
case is nothing short of a public scandal. 
Gen. MOLINEUX’s complaint was an accu- 
sation against one particular Judge, and 
we have no desire to introduce any per- 
sonalities into the discussion of an im- 
portant public matter. But, considering 
the plea that is made of the judicial la- 
bor which the Judges in general take 
with them on their nominal vacations, it 
may be worth recalling that the Magis- 
trate in question refused to do anything 
whatever toward settling a case on ap- 
peal, in a matter of life and death, be- 
cause he was going on his vacation. He 
could not be disturbed during that sa- 
cred season, even by the plaint of a pris- 
oner in the Death House at Sing Sing. 

We do not pretend to say where the 
blame lies. We know that, outside of the 
Appellate Division, the taxpayers of this 
department pay in salaries, to the Jus- 
tices of the Supreme Court alone, same 
$350,000 for justice, and do not get what 
they pay for. It is not for laymen to ap- 
portion the blame. The bar are the best 
and indeed the only judges of the bench. 
And we think it is the general judgment 
of the bar that the Judges do not work 
as hard as they should and as they had 
to when they were at the bar and had to 
earn their livings in the competition of 
the open market. Individual and honor- 
able exceptions are freely admitted, but 
it seems to be the general belief that a 
Judge is too apt to look upon his salary 
as something in the hature of a retiring 
pension. And this is also the view of for- 
eign jurists. It is nearly twenty years 
since Lord CoLERIDGE was the guest of 
the New York State Bar Association. In 
His remarkable speech on that occasion, 
in reference to American criticism upon 
British judicial methods, he observed 
that the British Courts did at least move 
faster than the American, and did get 
through a satisfactory number of cases. 
We think the consensus of qualified opin- 
ion is that the delays in the administra- 
tion of justice on thig side are the fault 
of the Judges, and come from the excess- 
ive indulgence of the Judges to the law- 
yers, and from the still more excessive 
indulgence of the Judges to themselves, 





LEGISLATIVE TRAFFIC IN PENNSYL- 
VANIA, 


Pennsylvania has one native industry 
for the protection of which the full in- 
fluence of the Federal Government can 
always be secured when the Republican 
Party is in power, and which, like most 
of the protected industries, can get along 
pretty well on its own resources. This 
is the traffic in legislation—a form of 
enterprise that has long flourished in 
the Commonwealth, but has been brought 
to a state of prosperity and impudence 
under the guidance of Mr. Quay that, 
we believe, is unrivaled in the history 
of the country. The recent “drive” in 
street railway franchises at Harrisburg 
is an evidence of energy, ingenuity, and 
shamelessness beyond anything even 
Pennsylvania has heretofore afforded. 

In substance the story is as follows: 
The machine of which Senator Quay is 
the head secured the passage of bills 
providing for the issue of charters prac- 
tically unlimited and unconditioned for 
the construction and operation of any 
sort of street railway, on the highways, 
above them, or beneath them, in the 
cities of the State and the routes con- 
necting them. Almost before the ink of 
‘the Governor's signature to these acts 
was dry, and before there was any ap- 
preciable chance for any one else, char- 
ters were obtained by the leading politi- 
cians. Among those openly interested 
were the son of Mr. Quay, the junior 
Senator, Congressman at Large Forr: 
DBRER, Congressman CONNELL, State 
Senator Focut, the author, or sponsor, 
of the bills, and others of less note con. 
nected with the machine.. Immediately 
following the legislatiqn the Select Coun- 
cil of Philadelphia received aud referred 
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to its Railway Committee thirteen ordi- 
nances, offered by one member, cover- 
ing about all the available routes in 
the city. The Chairman of the commit- 
tee announces that he is not aware of 
any opposition to the bills that is likely 
to be effective. They are all in the in- 
terest of the same men or class of men 
for whom the legislation at Harrisburg 
was passed. 

Naturally, the decent citizens of Penn- 
sylvania are disgusted by this exhibi- 
tion of rapacity, which does not care 
even to pay to virtue the ordinary trib- 
ute of hypocrisy. There seems to be no 
attempt in any quarter to justify the 
legislation. It is spoken of by those who 
are profiting by it as if it were a busi- 
ness operation on which they rather 
plumed themselves. It is simply an un- 
usually large and advantageous “ out- 
put” of the political plant. That it is 
ulso a peculiarly open betrayal of public 
trust does not appear to them to be an 
objection. They are not in politics for 
the advantage of the public, but for their 
own. They take their “rake-off” as 
bclonging to them, and if the decent citi- 
zens do not like it, what difference does 
it make? 

That, of course, is a question for the 
citizens to answer. The powers these 
men abuse are given to them at the polls. 
They can be taken away at the polls. 
When the majority of the voters of 
Pennsylvania feel that they want honest 
men in public office more than they 
want to gratify their party prejudices 
they can get them. Until then we tender 
them our not top respectful condolence. 
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-——We find it more than difficult to un- 
derstand why the Navy Department's 
Board of Award should have recommended 
to Segretary Lona that a picture of the 
Oregon be placed on the Santiago medal, 
but it is very easy indeed to understand 
why the Secretary has refused to take the 
board’s advice and has ordered it to try 
again. It seems to have been already de- 
cided to put a portrait of Admiral Samp- 
SON On one side of the medal, and this, 
though it does not excite our intense en- 
thusiasm, does not fill us with mad rage-— 
or with any rage at all, for that matter, 
since Admiral SAMPSON certainly was the 
commander of the American fleet at 
Santiago, and that fact might as well be 
perpetuated in bronze as in history. It 
will not interfere with remembrance of 
other facts, which it is not absolutely nec-' 
essary to mention, and for the perpetua- 
tion of which full provision has been made. 
And the decision not to put the New York 
on the other side of the medal is also easily 
explicable. Of course nobody wanted to 
make the medal ridiculous. But why was 
the Oregon considered and why not the 
Brooklyn? Each of those questions is a 
stumper. The Oregon is and always was 
a fine ship, and she and her officers and 
crew played a fine réle in the battle off 
Santiago Harbér, but not only did fortune 
favor the Brooklyn with greater risks and 
greater opportunities than the Oregon en- 
joyed, but she carried the man upon whom 
the actual, as distinguished from the 
technical, glory of the victory fell. With 
Admiral Sampson's face on one side of the 
medal, and the Brooklyn on the other, 
there would have been a fairly equitable 
division of honors, with gracious recogni- 
tion of all just claims. We are told that 
“in picking out the Oregon the board 
avoided the possibility of much criticism, 
since the Oregon is so popular,’”’ but some- 
how that seems to leave a lot to the 
imagination—and we are not very imagina- 
tive. 





—-There prevails a somewhat general im- 
pression that the food now supplied at our 
places of public entertainment is no longer 
as good as it used to be. Opinions differ as 
to whether this is due to decadence in the 
skill of cooks or to the establishment of a 
new proportion between the desire of the 
employers of the cooks to empty the pock- 
ets of their patrons and their ambition to 
win pardon for such depletion by pleasing 
the palates of their customers. American 
medicine offers another and more plausible 
explanation of the change, the reality of 
which it admits by saying that though there 
is no country where the menus of hotels, 
dining cars, and restaurants contain as 
many items as they Jo in the United States, 
yet there is none where the food served has 
such a monotonous and tiresome sameness, 
“From Maine to California, from Florida 
to Wisconsin, the samo choice of foods is 
offered, all cooked and served in the same 
way.” All the characteristic dishes, for one 
or more of which almost every little section 
ef the country was formerly more or less 
famous, have now practically disappeared, 


and, though the name of some of them sur- 


vives, the things themselves are disappoint- 
ing travesties of the old toothsome delights. 
It is only in a few private families that 
such viands as baked beans and brown 
bread, hulled corn, or baked Indian pud- 
ding have any of their old-time merits. 
The blame for all this is laid on the re- 
frigerator car and the cold-storage ware- 
house.’ These, declares the expert writer, 
“make possible the dull uniformity of the 
menu, and fasion stupidly demands that 
the palatable things of one part of the coun- 
try shall be perhaps ignored where they are 
fresh, and transported 1,000 or 2,000 miles, 
where they are out of season and stale. 
To the blind man it must be ‘all one’ 
wherever he dines. Is it useless to appeal 
to chefs, cooks, and caterers for the native 
dishes of the country, cooked as the natives 
co them? Individualism is as good for 
health in the culinary as in the sociologic 
art.” Of- course it would be not less foolish 
than useless to suggest the abandonment 
of the new devices for transporting and 
preserving food products, but the present 
system is far from perfect. It gives little 
attention to the maintenance of quality, 
and as a result both appetite and health 
suffer. 





, ——-Two doctors down in Jacksonville have 
set an example which their professional 
brethren everywhere ought to follow. As 
our dispatch of yesterday recounted, these 
doctors had a case of typhoid fever under 
treatment, and the patient was to all ap- 
pearances making rapid progress toward 
recovery. Suddenly and mysteriously the 
improvement céased and alarming symp- 
toms manifested themselves. Investiga- 
tion revealed the cause of the trouble. A 
“Christian Scientist’ had gained access 
to the house, at her orders the medicines 
prescribed had been thrown away, and all 
sanitary and dietary precautions had been 
abandoned. Of necessity the two physi- 
cians withdrew from the case—and the 
patient died two days afterward. All this 
is familiar enough, for it has happened 
often in many places, but the subsequent 
proceedings were novel. Had the doctors 
followed precedent, they would have con- 
tented themselves with refusing to give a 
death certificate, maintaining a dignified 
and “ethical” silence, and allowing the 
dead man’s family, the “ healer,” and the 
local authorities to hush up or smooth 
over the homicide in the way that seemed 
most convenient. What these wiser guar- 
dians of the public safety did was to file 
with the Board of Health a sworn declare- 
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tion of the facts as they knew them, ac- 
companied by a definite statement that to 
the best of their belief “the patient died 
of neglect and the interference of a ‘ Chris- 
tian Scientist’ named Mrs. CAMPBELL, and 
the patient would not have died had he 
taken the medicine prescribed.’"’ Here is a 
clear issue, and ‘an explicit charge is pre- 
sented for settlement. Of course, typhoid 
fever is a malady convalescence from 
which is attended by many dangers, and 
it is not a certainty that the man would 
have lived even if he had received the best 
of care, but the two doctors, in their ca- 
pacity as experts, assert, in effect, that 
the probabilities of recovery were high and 
that they were reduced to nothing by the 
substitution of ‘Christian Science’’ for 
real knowledge and medical skill. With 
this foundation for a prosecution, we shall 
be vastly disappointed if for once an Eddy- 
ite killing doesn’t get somebody into jail 
for a term of imprisonment satisfactorily 
iong. 





—- Painful necessity has compelled us 
to refuse publication in our columns to an- 
other ‘‘superb article’”’ on the canteen 
question by the Rev. Dr. W. C. WILDING, 
the Newark clergyman who publicly pro- 
claimed this week that Tum Times is “ out- 
vageously unfair” in its treatment of that 
question and will not present any side ex- 
cept its own. The doctor, in his second 
communication, apparently made an effort, 
as we asked, to confine himself to facts 
and the presentation of evidence as to con- 
ditions in army posts before and after the 
abolition of the canteens, but unfortunately 
his evidence was all second hand, and 
much of it—that given by a committee of 
Chicago ministers—has been very. seriously 
dicredited, not only by the army officers 
concerned, but by one of the prominent 
members of the committee itself, who re- 
fused to sign the report and on account of it 
withdrew from further association with 
those who drew it up. The remainder of 
Dr. WILDING's ‘superb article ’’ consisted 
of a printed interview with Major Ray, 
who is almost the only officer in the 
United States Army opposed to the canteen. 
Now, Dr. WILDING has said that he is “a 
daily reader of THE Times.’’ How curious, 
how remarkable, is it, then, that he did 
not know THE TIMEs printed the Ray inter- 
view in full, several weeks ago, despite the 
fact that the interview was against our 
side of the question in the treatment of 
which, according to Dr. WILDING, we are 
so outrageously unfair. Does he want us 
to print the same thing every day? Does 
he imagine that we are under any slightest 
obligation to print everything we receive 
on any subject? Does it not occur to him, 
both as a “ daily reader’’ and as a gentle- 
man, that he has placed himself in a posi- 
tion where apologies would be in order—an 
apology, for instance, to us, whom he has 
unintentionally misrepresented, and an 
apology to those present at the Methodist 
Preachers’ meeting, whom he unintention- 
ally misinformed in regard to our habits?

pared and projected upon the dullest metal con- 
verts it presently into gold ready coined. 


The “ Scientists’? are expert twisters of 
Scripture. In the “character” of “A 
Fanatic ’”’ is this: 


He assumes a privilege to impress what text 
of Scripture he pleases for his own use, and 
leaves those that make against him for the use 
of the wicked. 


Some “ Scientists’? who have made “a 
good thing” out of the “ healing’’ business 
and are proselytes from old and’safe faiths 
are well pictured under the head of “A 
Proselyte ’’: 

His weakness, or ignorance, or both, are com- 
monly the chief causes of his conversion; for 
if he be a man of a profession that has no hope 
to thrive upon the accompt of mere merit, he has 
no way so easy and certain as to betake him- 
self to some forbidden church, where, for the 
common cause’s sake, he finds so much broth- 
erly love and kindness that they will rather 
employ him than one of another persuasion, 
though more skillful. 


Among “Thoughts upon Various Sub- 
jects” are the following: 


The more silly and ridiculous things are in 
themselves, the more sacred and solemn pre-

The following passages fitly describe 
those who take their hire for neglecting 
little children and infants to death, (‘in- 
voluntary manslaughter’? was the verdict 
that sent two of them to jail not long ago, 
but why involuntary?): 

The well meaning are commonly so easy and 
simple that they atways suffer themselves to be 
governed by the hypocrites, who with wrested 
and misapplied texts of Scripture and pulpit 
sophistry can easily make them believe any 
wickedness, how inhuman soever, to be a Chris- 
tian duty.

THE N. ¥. YACHT CLUB AND MR. 


LAWSON. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

Allow me, as one of the general public 
interested in the sport of yacht racing, and 
especiaily the races for the Queen's Cup, 
without which public interest in these races 
would have little raison d’étre, and also 
as one with some slight knowledge of the 
ethics of sportsmanship, to offer a few 
words about the deplorable controversy. be- 
tween the Cup Committee and the owner 
of Independent, Mr. Lawson. 

It must be acknowledged that the fault 
lies largely with what we may call the lack 
of tact on the part of Mr. Lawson, but—I 
will not say. the committee—certain mem- 
bers of the New York Yacht Club are not 
entirely blameless in having prematurely 
raised technical points which, if let alone, 
would have taken care of themselves, and 
thereby provoked the controversy. 

Looking at the facts we see that the 
New York Yacht Club is officially charged 
with the defense of the cup, and that, in 
pursuance of this duty, it is through the 
liberality of its members constructing a 
yacht for that purpose. This yacht is of 
course the official defender of the cup un- 
till the time that the committee sees fit 
to substitute another boat as its repre- 


sentative. This they have the power to 
do, and there is no doubt that if they are 
convinced before the contest that another 
boat is a fitter representative they will 
be the first to wish to substitute that boat 
and to find a way to accomplish that end. 

But until it has been shown that another 
boat is more desirable there can arise 
no question as to this substitution. Now, 
there is abundance of time and opportunity 
between the completion of the official de- 
fender and the cup races for a meeting be- 
tween it and any boat owned by an out- 
side party, which is the position occupied 
by Mr. Lawson. That the committee would 
offer this opportunity there can be no ques- 
tion, and in the event of the outside boat 
proving herself the better one there can 
also be no question that the committee 
would not wait for the boat to be offered, 
but would offer to charter it or by some 
other means enable the better boat to fly the 
pennant of the New York Yacht.Club and 
defend the cup.

Mr. Lawson _ will be 
wondering why he should have offered his 
boat to the committee before it is proved 
that the committee have any use for her, 
and the committee will be wondering why 
they did not simply say from the start to 
Mr. Lawson that if his boat proved the 
better one they would gladly charter her 
for use as the cup defender, but until that 
time they could have no possible use for

SOLDIER REPLIES TO THE REV. MR. 
GREEN. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

In reply to the Rev. Dr. J. Milton Green’s 
accusation against the American soldiers 
in Porto Rico, which you published on May 
20 from his sermon in Philadelphia, where 
he stated that the conduct of the American 
soldiers here was a disgrace to humanity, 
and that you can see twenty drunken sol- 
diers to one native on the streets of San 
Juan, and that the lawlessness of soldiers 
is proverbial here, I will say (and can 
prove) this statement is a false one, without 
any foundation. It is unreasonable and un- 
just to the men who have defended the 
American flag during the past three years 
and have left their homes and friends for 
their country. 

It is true there are some drunkards in 
the army, and that is to be expected among 
so many men, for we were all stvilians at 
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some time in life, and unfortunately somé 
of our men learned to drink intoxicating 
liquors and were enlisted after, but I as- 
sure you they never learned to drink in 
the army. Sometimes I see some few 
American soldiers on the streets, but @ 
small percentage compared to what I have 
seen of civiliand in American cities, for in 


the army drunkenness is a punishable of-~ 
fense and the sentence is usually a term of 
confinement, and the army officers and 
city police here are on the lookout for 
drunken soldiers, and for that reason if for 
no other they are scarce on the streets. 
The poites court records here show a very 
small percentage of convictions of soldiers 
for drunkenness compared to that of any 
city records. 

As to the twenty drunken soldiers to one 
native, there is about 100 drunken natives 
to 1 soldier. This afternoon I’ counted 15 
drunken natives on one little plaza, and 18 
in one churchyard sleeping off a drunk. 
— I saw several walking the streets 

runk. 

As for his attack on the army Chaplains, 
I think them far more systematic_in their 
conduct toward soldiers than the Rev. Dr. 
Green, for I never entered a chapel or met 
a Chaplain in the street that he did not 
recognize me, but the courtesy shown me 
when I entered his church in San Furcey 
reminded me of the way a wet dog would 
be received in such a place. No one wants 
him there, but no one cares to kick him 
out for fear of getting bitten. Dr. Green 
shook hands with his congregation, but 
shunned me as if I was poison. If that is 
an improvement on the system of the army 
Chaplain may God deliver us from such im- 
provements. And if the people who he 
said should appeal to the Government for 
a better system of looking after the souls 
of the soldiers will appeal to God to deliver 
such as him from the knowledge of sol- 
diers and fill their places with God loving 
and serving men, no doubt there could be 
something done for the souls of the sol- 
diers, though the army is no reformatory. 
I have never seen a man leave it worse 
morafiy than he entered it. But it is not 
surprising that soldiers should drink in the 
city when they are not allowed to bring 
liquor in the quarters and have no more 
canteens in which they can take a quiet 
drink.

The Courts and Juries.

Apropos of your discussion of the method 
of procedure in our courts, I would like to 
give my experience recently as a juror in 
the County Court of Brooklyn. I answered 
summons, with about sixty other gentle- 
men, on Monday, June 8, as jurors. One 
case was called and a jury selected on 
Monday at about 11 A. M. The court ad- 
journed at 4 P. M., and the jury disagreed 
on Tuesday. On Wednesday the entire 
panel of jurors was excused for the day, 
no case being ready for trial. 

On Thursday two cases were called, and 
counsel for defendants not being ready, the 
entire panel was excused for the term. 

The presence of about sixty business 
men was thus required each day to try 
one case, and the entire panel was dis- 
missed on Thursday morning because the 
attorneys requested adjournment, while 
there were doubtless many innocent persons 
in jail awaiting trial. This did not seem 
to me to be right, and it shows very small 
results for the money expended and the 
services see retiass ee be . oe 
our courts of justice need reforming badly.

Picturesque Exercises Mark the Close 
of the College Year—The Mon- 
ster Daisy Chain.

POUGHKEEPSI®, N. Y., June 11.—Over 
2,000 persons witnessed on the Vassar Col- 
lege campus this afternoon the most pict- 
uresque and most interesting class day ex- 
ercises in the history of the college, The 
members of ‘the graduating class, 142 in 
number, were seated on a monster stage 
built on the campus northeast of the main 
building.

BOSTON, June 11.—The action brought by 
Clarence H, Venner of this city to re- 
strain the absorption of the.Boston and 
Montana and the Butte and Boston Min- 
ing Companies by the Amalgamated Cop- 
per Company, was heard in the Supreme 
Court, before Judge Knowlton, to-day, but 
decision was reserved.

EX-POLICE CAPT. HOOKER DEAD. 


Stricken with Paralysis After Lingering 
Iliness—Served in Mexican War. 


Ix-Police Capt. Henry D. Hooker, at one 
time one of the best-known members of the 


force, and an old resident of Harlem, dled 
on,Monday evening at his residence, 437 
East One Hundred and Twenty-first Street, 
after a lingering illness, of paralysis.

NEW MILEAGE. 


One fact which should be borne in mind 
in addition to the consideration of rail- 
way rate stability (as this is indicated 
in the centralization of railroad control) 
is that there is not in progress any of 
that reckless building of new lines which 
has:done so much in the past to precipi- 
tate trouble. 

Of construction there will always be 
some going on, but w hat 4s taking place 
now and what is likely to take place de- 
serve a definition far different from that 
applicable to much undertaken during 
boom periods. What we are having now 
is a boom in tonnage and travel, a boom 
in earnings and profits, and these are 
coming to the lines as they were estab- 
lished before there was enough business 
to go around. j 

Look at some of the States which have 
done so much of late to furnish the 
roads with paying and profitable traffic. 
Take the Southwestern group, where 
phenomenal results have been obtained. 
In 1880 over 14,100 miles of road were 
located in Missouri, Arkansas, Texas, 
Kansas, Colorado, New Mexico, and ten 
Territories... By 1890 this had been con- 
verted into 32,900 miles, an addition of 
18,800 miles, or 130 per cent. 

That this was out of all proportion to 
growth of population and trade,; and 
hence travel and traffic, events have 
abundantly —- painfully proved. But 
after the lapsé of another decade, with 
everything moving forward in an in- 
creased ratio as far as céncerns those 
elements fundamental to the supply of 
railroad business, mileage has practically 
increased no more than another 4,000 
miles, or little in excess of 12 per cent. 

In some States there has been scarcely 
any change in the past ten years, where- 
as mileage in the previous ten years had 
doubled and trebled. Kansas is one con- 
spicuous instance, while in the North- 
western group Nebraska is another; and, 
in fact, the statement may be said to 
have a very general application as far as 
the West is concerned, even including the 
Pacific States. 

Changes have been somewhat less 
marked in the East and in some parts of 
the South, but, taking the whole mileage 


of the country, this expanded 73,500 
miles, or nearly 80 per cent., between 
1880 and 1890, and only some 28,000 


miles, or less than 17 per cent. approxi- 
mately, during the ten years subsequent 
thereto. 

The small amount of work now going 
on is important work. In general it rep- 
resents what time has proved necessary. 
Years ago track was laid on guesswork, 
and an implicit trust was placed in the 
unforeseen to furnish traffic for the en- 
terprise. In some cases the trust was 
well placed; in others history too plainly 
shows that it was not. 

But at the present time track is laid as 
a rule to make connections, to join up 
broken links, to points where it has been 
demonstrated that business awaits, and 
it is only laid after consideration has 
been given to the question as to whether 
it will pay. 

In a word: new road is not® in these 
days a speculation as it was a decade or 
more ago. Many a case could be cited to 
show that where additions have been 
made to mileage. recently they have not 


only proved their value as feeders or as

Facts of this character must be taken 
into account in estimating security valp, 
ues, just as much as those which indicate 
earnings. Obviously, if anything like a 
breaking out of the old mania for track 
laying was possible, estimates would 
need careful revision, with an eye toward 
lowering rather than raising the value 
level. 

This Alone should make for the sta- 
bility of a higher range of prices, speak- 
ing in general terms, as it is certain that 
the growth and development of the coun- 
try will not stop nor be confined to those 
limits which are marking the additions 
to ratigoad facilities. 


MARKET MOVEMENT. 


The feature of the stock market yesterday 
was its dullness and extreme irregularity. 
Barely 685,000 shares were traded in, while 
prices seesawed up and down in a manner 
as surprising as it was unaccountable. In 
the early trading, following upon an ap- 
preciation of the very excellent crop out- 
look as disclosed by the Government crop 
report, which was generally more favor- 
able than had been expected, prices ad- 

yanced throughout the list under the lead- 
ership of such stogks as St. Paul, Union. 
Pacific, Southern Pacific, Missouri Pacific, 
and the Atchisons. These advances were 
maintained until about noon, when a sell-_ 
ing movement set in in American Tobacco 
and ee Sugar, breaking the former 
stock 2% points and the latter 2 This un- 
expected turn of affairs had a rather de- 
pressing influence on the rest of the list, 
which thereupon sagged off. This sagging 
tendency continued for about an hour, 
when the market again began to show 

signs of strength. On this advance, how- 
ever, goodly blocks of stock-came out, with 
the result that shortly before the close 
prices fell ajl through the list. In the final 
few minutes of trading a better feeling ap- 
ieee and the market closed with signs 


When the heaviness first showed in the 
general list many reasons were put forth 
to explain it by the professionals under 
whose control the market was. Chief of 
these, and most suggestive because most 
disquieting, were mysterious hints of seri- 
ous foreign complications, but exactly of 
what nature or growing out of what was 
not disclosed. The hastily summoned Cab- 


inet meeting on the night previous was pa- 
raded for the edification of the public, and 
it was gravely suggested that this meeting 
had had to deal even with the possibility of 
a war. Amazing as it may seem to the 
layman—yet not so amazing when it Is.con- 
sidered that the recent panic is still fresh 
in the minds of Wall Street—these sugges- 
tions, repeated with much persistency, be- 
gan to put doubt and fear into the hearts 
of many of the more timid in the Street, 
and finally produced so unsettling an effect 
that not a little long stock was thrown 
overboard, the bears the while a in 
the downward movement by attacking in 
turn every stock that appeared in the least 
vulnerable. And so it was that at the close 
of the day, and following one of the best 
crop reports that Wall Street has ever read, 
as well as the publication of some excel- 
lent railway earnings, the market failed to 
hold as much: of its developed strength as 
conditions would seem to warrant. These 
railway statements included the following 
increases as compared with the correspond- 
ing periods a year ago: Missouri Pacific, 
$80,000; Toledo, St. Louis and Western, $13,- 

200; Missouri, Kansas and Texas, $60,850— 
all for the first week of June; Rio Grande 
Western, $21,400; Northern Pacific, 73,120; 
Seaboard Air Line, $36,720, each r the 
fourth week of May. In addition, in the in- 
dustrial group, the Sloss- Sheffield Steel and 
Iron Company put out a statement for the 
quarter ended May 31 showing net earnings 
of $201,220 and a surplus, after the payment 
of dividends, of $29,760. 

Coming to the stocks themselves, the 
feature of the day was easily Missouri Pa- 
cific, which was dealt in to the extent of 
53,000 shares, selling up to the highest price 
on record and closing for a net gain of 14 
points. It is generally understood that a 
dividend on the stock is to be declared this 
month, but as for the talk of stock rights, 
nothing can be learned. Another strong 
stock was St. Paul, which sold V4 nearly 3 
points on Standard Oil buying, c mnt with 
a net gain of 14%. Lackawanna and Dela- 
ware and Hudson led the coal stocks, each 
scoring substantial advances..

WEATHER BUREAU CROP REPORT. 


WASHINGTON, June 11.—The following is 

t the Weather Bureau’s weekly summary of gen- 
eral crop conditions: 

“Much needed and generally abundant rains 
have fallen during the week in the Spring wheat 
region, which has suffered from protracted 
drought and the drought conditions in the Lower 
Missouri Valley have been largely relieved, 
though portions of Missouri continue to need 
more rain. Damaging frosts occurred from 
Washington and Oregon eastward over the 

} Northern Rocky Mountain districts to the Up- 
per Mississippi Valley, the week averaging de- 
cidediy cool in these districts, the lake region 
and over the northern portions of the central 
valleys and the Middle Atlantic States. As a 
whole the week has been generally favorable in 

‘ the districts east of the Rocky Mountains, es- 
\ pecially so in the Middle Atlantic States and 

i } Ohio Valley. 

; “While the weather conditions have been less 
unfavorable to corn than in the previous week, 
this crop continues to make slow progress in 
the principal corn States. A slight itmprove- 

ment is quite generally reported over the south- 

: ern portion of the corn belt, and generally 

throughout the Southern States. In the Da- 

kotas and Minnesota the crop has been seri- 
eusly damaged by frost. 

“Winter wheat has experienced improvement 
in the States of the Lower Missouri Valley, 
which was suffering from drought in the pre- 
vious week, Wet from portions of the Ohio Val- 
ley and Michigan and New York less favorable 
reports are received, due principally to the 


ravages of the Hessian fly. Harvest has be- 
gun in North Carolina, Tennessee, and in the 
southern portions of Missouri and Kansas, and 
wheat is beginning to ripen in Maryland and 

} | Virginia. An unusually fine crop is being har- 

| vested in California, and the bulk of the crop 
in Oregon is in fine condition, but in Bastern 
Oregon, Idaho, and possibly in Washington 
frosts have caused material damage.

HETAL TRADES WILL 
IGNORE MACHINISTS 


Employers Decide to End All Deal- 
ings with the Union. 








Statement Issued Declaring the Strike 
to Have Been Unwarranted—Ma- 
chinists Are Reticent. 


a 


The special convention of the National 
Metal Trades Association, which opened in 
the Gilsey House yesterday, to take action 
on the strike of the machinists, put itself 
en record before adjournment for the day 
as absolutely and unalterably opposed to 
any further dealings with the Machinists’ 
Union. About 150 of the 163 members and 
more than 100 non-association manufactur- 
ers were present. 

The convention opened at 10 A. M., Presi- 
dent Edwin Reynolds of Milwaukee, Wis., 
in the chair. Two sessions were held, in 
the forenoon and in the afternoon. A state- 
ment of the future policy of the’ associa- 
tion was adopted unanimously, which, after 
calling attention to the fact that an agree- 
ment with the machinists was in existence 
when the strike was declared, said: 

James O'Connell, President of the Internation- 
al Association of Machinists, without attempt to 
arbitrate, officially called a strike against shops 
of our members which did not accede to certain 
arbitrary demands by a specified date. We de- 
that we urged President O’Connell to ar- 


clare 
bitrate any and all matters of dispute and reit- 
erated our willimgness to abide by arbitration 
and used our best efforts to avoid a strike. We 
deplore the fact that the general officers of the 


International Association of Machinists have 


seen fit to violate their contract and throw dis- 


honor on the association for which they stand 
and so make it impossible for our association to 
piace any faith in the responsibility of the ma- 
chinists’ union. 

We «eclare that the machinists’ union has, 
through its National and local officers, broken 


faith with us and proved themselves to be an 
irresponsible body, with whom, we car make no 
contracts that will be tingins upon them. We 
recognize the right of any“man to belong or not 
to any religious, political, as 


or economic sect, 








he may see fit; also his right to leave our em- 
ployment at his tree will, and his right to sell 
his labor at the -st price he can command. We 
mainiain our iné 1able rights to employ a man 
whether he be gs or not to amy organization 
and at wages mutually satisfactory, and also to 
discharge him at our discretion. We insist that 
the management of:a shop is in the hands of the 
employer and is not to be interfered with by the 
employe. 

We insist that a fair day’s work shall be given 
for a fair day’s wage, and we will give a fair 
@ay’s wage for a fair day’s work. We believe 
that a shortening of the working hours or an 
{Increase of wages can only be brought about by 
the hearty co-operation’ of employer and em- 


Ploye in advancing and not in retarding produc- 
tion and by introducing and not fighting im- 
proved methods. We decry strikes and lockouts 
unbusinesslike and unnecessary and believe 
all disagreements can be adjusted by other 
:, and the condition of employer and em- 
both benefited more by harmonious prug- 
es than by strife and discord. 

The declaration of principles issued at 
the recent conference of the Administrative 
Council in Chicago was adopted, and the 
visiting delegates took the following 
pledge by a unanimous vote: 

We, the visiting delegates, not members of the 
National Metal Trades Association, representing 
manufacturers eligible to become members, do 
hereby pledge ourselves to the declaration of 
principles as adopted by the National Metal 
Trades Association at their meeting in Chicago 
May 28 and 29, which declaration of principies 
has been to-day submitted by your convention 
for our action. 

Committees on Convention and Revision 
of By-Laws were appointed, together with 
the following: Committee on Finance and 
Strike-\Messrs. Young Schwannhauser, 







Watkins, Covell, Bliss, Payne, Sayles, Gil- 
bert, and Kirby. William J. Chalmers, who 
acted as spokesman for the convention, 
was asked if this committee was formed 
for the purpose of arbitration. 

‘Certainly not,’’ he_ said. “There is 


nothing to arbitrate. There is no agree- 
ment, and our position has been defined.”’ 

Regarding the statement of the machin- 
ists that their delegate, Mr. B. Ford, was 
to attend the convention, he said: ‘I have 
not heard of it, and he has not been here, 
We have no possible, object in seeing him."

MACHINISTS LOCKED IN. 


Non-Union Men <n Ansonia (Conn.) 
Works Try in Vain to Join Strikers. 
Special to The New York Times. 
ANSONIA, Conn., June 11——Twenty work- 
men have been crowding around the win- 
dcews of the machine room of the Farrel 
Foundry and Machine Company in An- 
sonia to-day, claiming they are locked in 
end cannot get’ out. They were brought 
here iast night to take the places of the 
striking machinists and roll turners, 500 of 
Whom are out. They had no idea, thev 
claim, of the strong sympathy here for the 
strikers, and now wish to leave. Theodore 
Koch, one of the new men, escaped this 
roon by lowering himself hand over hand 
down the elevator rope. He says the ma- 
chine room is kept locked, and the men 
are prisoners of the company. Outside a 
cordon of eighteen deputies surround the 

building. 

Forty-two men were brought here at 
midnight by the company in a special train 
from Bridgeport. ‘The strikers had got wind 
of their coming, and a crowd of nearly a 
tnousand people were in waiting at the 
station, threatening violence. The train, 


however, went by at full speed and was 
run directly into the foundry yard. A nosse 
of eighteen Deputy Sheriffs, headed by 
High Sheriff A. B. Dunham, then barred 
the entrance while the men filed into the 
building. Cot beds, cooking range, a large 
auantity of supplies, and two professiona! 
cooks were brought along, and the men 


were quartered in a building on the prem- 
nee The deputies guarded the yanls all 
night. 


While the deputies were taking a brief 
nap this morning a committee of the local 
machinists’ union went to the hotels and 
restaurants and threatened a boycott if the 
deputies were given food. In two restau- 
rants where their demands were refused 
they bought up the entire day’s supply of 
fresh food with the agreement that no 
more should be served till to-morrow. As 
a result the hungr — could not pro- 
cure a square meal. They contented them- 
selves with crackers and cheese at the 
Broce” stores. A number of drummers 

ad to leave town to get breakfast.

WANTED $1,000 FOR KISSES. 


Mrs. Droge Thought Two of Them Were 
Worth It, but Jury Decided 
Against Her. 

Mrs. Matilda Droge considered that $500 
apiece was the proper value of kisses, so 
she sued Louls Kleinschmidt in the City 
Court yesterday for $1,000, this being the 
price of two kisses which she alleges he 
took from her. Mr. Kleinschmidt denied 
that he had indulged in any osculatory 
freedom with Mrs. Droge, and the jury 
took his versign of the situation and found 

in his favor. 

The case was on trial before Justice Dele- 
hanty. Mrs. Droge was the first and only 
witness called in her behalf. She said that 
she had been the janitress of a tenement 
house at 1,500 Avenue A, which was owned 
by Mr. Kleinschmidt. 

‘‘ Early in March,” she said, ‘‘ Mr. Klein- 
schmidt came to the house and said he 
wanted to examine the plumbing. I was 
sitting at my machine sewing. Mr. Klein- 
schmidt came up behind me and put his 


arms around my neck. Then he Kissed me 
—first on one cheek, then on the other.”’ 
Mr. Kleinschmidt, who came to court with 
his wife, went on the stand in his own be- 
half. He is sixty-three years old. Before 
he could be anlea a question he began to 
talk in an excited manner. 
“It's a put-up job—a put-u 
claimed. ‘I did not do it. When I called 
at the house Mrs. Droge was washing. I 
stood near the icebox when she suddenly 
fell backward. 1 grabbed her and said, 
‘Here, what do you mean?’,” 
‘*Now, Mr. Kleinschmidt, did you ever 
kiss Mrs. Droge?’’ the witness was asked. 
The witness.arose from the witness chair, 
and, making a wry face, said, ‘‘ No, never.

JOHN E. PARSONS’S POSITION. 


Explains How, Though a Presbyterian, 
He ds an Episcopal Vestryman. 
John E. Parsons replied yesterday to 
‘‘ Evangelical,’’ who in a letter to one of 
the New York dailies expressed a fear 
that the lawyer's religious position indi- 
cated that a conspiracy was being hatched 
tu turn over the Presbyterian Church to 
Mpiscopacy. After calling attention to the 
fuct that Mr. Parsons was one of the 
comiittee appointed by the late Presby- 
terian General Assembly on the revision 
of the Westminster Confession, the writer 

asks: 

“Is it not a fact that Mr. Parsons, though 
a YPresbyterian in New York, far, at 
least, his past religious connection is 
concerned, is or has been a Vestryman of 
the Episcopal Chureh at Lenox? 

“TT remember,” the writer continues, 
“that a short time ago one of your Pres- 
byterian correspondents expressed the sus 
picion that the movement for the revision 
of the Westminster Conféssion was the 
consequence of a conspiracy to turn over 
the Presbyterian Church to Episcopacy, 
and I thought at the time he had discov- 
ered 4 mare’s nest, but perhaps his mere 
suspicion will be made positive’ conviction 
when he reads Mr. Parsons’s name in the 
list of the Committee on Revision.,”’ 

To this Mr, Parsons replied yesterday 
as follows: 

‘IT am a member of the Brick Presby- 
terian Church in this city. I am a Trustee 
of the church, and also a member of the 
Session. I have held these positions for a 
great many years. 

**Douring the Summer I am at my place 
at Lenox. There is no Presbyterian Church 
there. Naturally. I go to the Episcopal 
church. That church has seen fit to make 
me a member of its Vestry. I understand 
that the rubries of the Episcopal Church 
do not require that members of the Vestry 
shall--be Church members. That this 
means that there is a conspiracy to turn 
over the Church to Episcopacy, or that 
there is any such conspiracy, is first sug- 
gested to me by this correspondent. I 
think that any such suggestion is fitly 
denominated as ‘a mare's nest.’ 

‘It would be a great pity if in a little 
community like that of Lenox all inter- 
ested in church work might not for the 
purpose unite in one church. There never 
has been a Presbyterian church in Lenox; 
an Episcopal church has existed there for 
many years. 

was a member of last year’s Com- 
mittee on Revision. The General Assembly 
has seen fit to make me a member of the 
commission appointed at its recent session. 
I] believe that it is pretty well known to 
the members of the commission, and to 
those members of the Church at large 
who know anything about me, that I am 
guilty of the heinous offense in the Sum- 
mer time of attending an Episcopal church 
and of doing what I can in its interest, as 
a member of its Vestry.”

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LEGAL NOTES. 


AGREEMENT TO MAKE WILL IN FAVOR OF 
WIFE ENFORCED.—Samuel Goldstein agreed 
with hfs wife, Dora, to make a will in her 
favor if she would abandon proceedings for 
a separation and continue to live with 
him. A will was executed by him on May 
6, 1898, if her favor, but twelve days after- 
ward an entirely different instrument was 
drawn. This latter will was yesterday held 
by Justice Lawrence of the Supreme Court 
to be a fraud on the wife. ‘‘ The evidence 
shows,”’ says Justice Lawrence, ‘‘ that the 
plaintiff, pursuant to the agreement be- 
tween her and her husband, returned to 
and lived with him, and that her conduct 
toward him to the end of his life was that 
of a dutiful and affectionate wife. * * * 
There was adequate consideration for the 
agreement on the part of Samuel Gold- 
stein. The plaintiff had, or claimed to 
have, good cause for obtaining a separa- 
tion from him, Whether that claim was 
well or ill founded, I do not think is ma- 
terial. Samuel Goldstein evidently regard- 
ed it as well founded at the time he made 
the agreement and executed the will of 


May 6, 1898, and the declaration which he 
made in the will of May 18, 1898, that the 
former will was executed to “enable him 
to live in peace and harmony with his wife 
during her life,’ goes far to show that he 
did not regard her claim to a separation 
as based upon trivial grounds. I not only 
regard the agreement to execute the will 
of May 6, 1898, and the execution of it, 
and the delivery of the same as based upon 
a sufficient consideration, but I am also 
of the opinion that no court of equity 
should permit the devisees and legatees of 
the husband, who, by peaking such an 
agreement and carrying it into execution, 
disarmed his wife and prevented her from 
prosecuting her action, to profit by the 
husband’s fraud.”’

NEW WITNESS FOR KENNEDY 


Franklin Roberts, an Actor, Intro- 
duced to Strengthen Alibi. 








Swears He Saw Him on a Staten Island 
Boat the Night of the Murder—De- 
fendant’s Mother Testifies. 


The closing hours yesterday, in Judge 
Newburger’s Court of General Sessions, of 
Samuel J. Kennedy's third effort to dis- 
prove the charge against him of murdering 
Emeline C. Reynolds, were full of unex- 
pected happenings. 

The prosecutors were surprised by the 
sudden production of an unlooked-for wit- 
ness introduced to strengthen Kennedy's 
alibi. Then the defense was chagrined by 
Judge Newburger’s refusal to admit testi- 
mony as to quarrels between the dead 
woman and Maurice Mendham, a Broad 
Street broker,who lived with Emeline C. 
Reynolds, 

Mrs. Margaret Kennedy, the aged mother 
of the prisoner, illy concealing her agita- 
tion, testified that she saw her son asleep 
in bed on the night of the murder—or rather 
at a quarter to 3 in the morning. Mrs. 
Marion Kennedy, the prisoner's wife, ap- 
peared to be on the verge of tears during 
this testimony. 

The new witness for Kennedy was Frank- 
lin Roberts, an actor, who last appeared 
with the *“ Ben-Hur" company, and who 
lived at Livingston, S. I., in August, 1898. 
He testified that he saw Dr. Keanedy 


beard the 12:25 boat for Staten Island on 


the night of the murder, and that he ap- 
peared to be inder the influence of liquor. 
He fixed this date by the’fact that he had 
been attending a rehearsal wt the American 
Theatre on that night, and by another rea- 
son,. which he whispered, with a red faee, 
to Judge Newburger, and which caused a 
sinile to flit across the Judge’s featurés, 

Assistant District Attorney Osborne, real- 
izing the effect the witness's testimony 
might have if it was not shaken, made a 
determined. etfort to weaken it. 

Roberts was a tall, well-built man, with 
a deep, theatrical voice. He declared that 
a subpoenu had been given to him at 11 
oclock yesterday by John P. Purcell, who 
hag been unremitting in his efforts to se- 
cure IXennedy’s release. He had no idea; 
he said, how Purcell knew he had gone 
down on the 12:25 hoat, nor had he talked 
with Lawyer Moore about his evidence. 
Mr. Moore said that an actress had told 
Purcell of Roberts. He declined to give 
the actress's name. 

Poberts knew Kennedy by sight because 
he had seen him ‘two or three hundred 
times‘ on the Staten [sland boats, and be- 
cause on these boats, said he, ‘' Staten 
Islanéeers get to recognize each other after 
awhile.” 

‘““Why didn’t you testify on the previous 
trials?’ asked Mr. Osborne. 

‘IT was in the West during the first one, 
and away at the time of the second. When 
I saw Kennedy's picture printed in the pa- 
pers some days after the murder I said 
then that he was not the murderer, and I 
have not changed my mind.” 

“Who did you tell about this?’”’ 

“T told Mr. Emmet Corrigan, 
actor.”’

Mr. Moore then made an effort t6 get ad- 
mitted the testimony of Hamilton St. Clair, 
the janitor of the house in which Emeline 
Cc. Reynolds lived, as to the quarrels be- 
tween Maurice Mendham and the mur- 
dered woman. St. Clair was called, and 
Mr. Moore asked: 

‘Do you remember that one morning 
when you were in Mrs. Reynold’s apart- 
ments working, you heard the sound of 
blows and cries from Mrs. Reynolds, who 
cried out: ‘Oh, Maurice, don’t!’’’ The 
witness was not allowed to answer. Mr. 
Moore was reading from what appeared to 
ke an affidavit. He continued: 

‘‘On one occasion as you were varnish- 
ing the private hall in the Reynolds apart- 
ment, was not your attention attracted by 
the sound of loud voices, and did you hear 
a man’s voice say ‘You * * * , if you 
don’t stop this I'll send you to hell, where 
you belong, and that this was followed by 
blows and~screams.’’ The witness was not 
allowed to answer. 

Mr. Moore's attempt to prove Maurice 
Mendham’'s handwriting by the testimony 
of Cashier Douglass of the Garfield Na- 
tional Bank, on which the $13,000 check 
was drawn, was also prevented by the 
Court. Mr. Osborne was willing. and threw 
a bundle of checks signed by Mendham in 
front of Mr. Moore. 

‘‘T claim that there are as many of Mend- 
ham’s peculiarities in the $13, check as 
there are of Kennedy’s,”’ said Mr. Moore, 
‘and I’m prepared to prove it.” 

‘‘Tf Mr. Moore claims Mendham wrote the 
$13,000 check the District Attorney will in- 
terpose no objection to the admission of 
his writing,’’ said Mr. Osborne. 

“T don’t claim Mendham wrote it,’’ re- 
plied Mr. Moore. ‘I say there are as many 
of his peculiarities in the check as there are 
of Kennedy’s.”’ 

‘*T cannot admit the writing of Mr. Mend- 
ham,” said the Court decisively. 

Mr. Moore expects to finish placing his 
Greet testimony before the Court early to- 

ay. A day will be consumed with the re- 
buttal testimony of the State, and the case 
probably will go to the jury Friday.

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SHOT AT CHARITY AGENT 


Mrs. Sutcliffe of Cherry Hill Wanted 
More Monéy from Him. 








Wrecked His Office with a Hatchet and 
Is Now in Bellevue’s Insane Ward 
—Known as Dr. Mansfield. 





Cherry Hill is sorrowing. ‘Dr. Mans- 
field,” the Quaintest character of that once 
famous locality, has been committed to the 
insane pavilion of Bellevue Hospital by 
Magistrate Flammer, who was deaf to all 
considerations of local tradition. 

‘“Dr. Mansfield” in ordinary police court 
circles ig Mrs. Melinda Sutcliffe of 121 
Roosevelt Street. To her numerous friends, 
followers, and devotees she was ‘‘Dr. M. 
O. Mansfield, sarcognomist, astrologist, 
psychometrist, and occult healer.” 

After the exertion of Carrie Nationizing 


the office of Distriet Agent James Forbes 
of the Charity Organization Society, at 9 
Chambers Street, Monday and dexterously 
placing a bullet from an antiquated revol- 
ver between Mr. Forbes’s office coat and 
his right sleeve, Magistrate Flammer de- 
cided that Mrs. Sutcliffe needed rest and 
quiet, so he sent her to the insane pavilion 
for Drs. Fitch and Wildman to pass upon 
her sanity. 

Mrs. Sutcliffe, who displares her ability 
to handle a revolver in Providence, R. l., 
twenty years ago, and who, though sixty- 
one years old, is still quite hefty, as Agent 
Forbes found out, appealed to the Charity 
Organization Society for aid in 1900. 
Through this society’s efforts a monthly 
remittance of $15.50 from her son was se- 
cured for her. The son is a dyer in the em- 
ploy of the Bowdet Felt Mills in Millbury, 

ass. 

Agent Forbes, who had the handling of 
Mrs. Sutcliffe's remittance, gave her the 
amount as usual on last Tuesday. Protest- 
ing, as she often had done before, that the 
agent was not giving her all that she was 
entitled to, Mrs. Sutcliffe threatened to 
come back and smash things in the office 
‘as Carrie Nation did in Kansas”’ if Mr. 
Forbes didn't produce more money for her. 

Monday she did come back, and brought 
her arsenal with her. When she entered 
the roomy office on the first floor Mr. 
Forbes was at the telephone. Still keeping 
the receiver to his ear, and with a remem- 
brance of her skill with the pistol in his 
mind, he affably inquired if there was 
anything he could do for her. For reply 
Mrs. Sutcliffe suddenly jerked her revolver 
from under her wrap and leveled it at the 
agent. 

The latter lost no time in dropping the 
receiyer and springing at the weapon. The 
hammer fell with a click on a cartridge 
which failed to explode. Mr. Forbes kept 
coming, and again the pistol missed fire. 
With a good, long leap the agent sprang 
for the weapon just as the trigger was 
pulled for the third time and a good car- 
Aridge exploded. The ball passed between 
Mr. Forbes’s arm and his side, just missing 
him. Wresting the revolver away from the 
woman, Mr. Forbes resumed his telephone 
conversation, thinking the incident was 
closed. He failed to count on his adver- 
sary’s reserve forces. 

Mrs. Sutcliffe without more ado drew from 
its hiding place under her wrap a rusty 
old hatchet and promptly began operations 
on the glass windows in the rear. They 
quickly yielded to her attack, and the glass 
door did likewise. About $30 worth of dam- 
age was done before Agent Forbes, after 
another ‘sharp struggle, got the hatchet 
away from her. By this time tenants from 
all, over the building who had heard the 
shots and sounds of a struggle had rushed 
down and peeped timidly in at the broken 
door. None -volunteered to assist the agent 
in subduing the woman, however. ith 
much ‘difficulty he forced her down stairs 
and, dut.on the street to the nearest po- 
liceman, 

Mr. Forbes’s records show that Mrs. Sut- 
cliffe was ‘in business at 6 James Street, 
Boston,.as an ‘occult scientist ’’ in 1895. 
From. 1876 to 1878 she was confined in an 
asylum in Norristown, Penn. She was fre- 
quently locked up in Philadelphia for mak- 
ing. trouble for her husband, of whom she 
was extremely jealous. In a fit of jealous 
rage * one shot Mrs. Ariadne. B. Mercier, 
Jan. 26, 1870, in Providence. She says her 
husband died in 1893. Some years later she 
claimed that she was destitute, and asked 
the society: for help. / 

In the Fourth ard the old women of 
the neighborhood have firm faith in her 
ability ‘to cure all sorts of diseases by 
means of crude oil.
